Crowe Cleared 
In Ax Attack 


Former Fairfax Town Admin­ 
istrator Robert E. Crowe was 
acquitted yesterday of a felony 
charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon following five hours of 
deliberations by a seven-man, 
five-woman jury. The vote for 
acquittal was unanimous. 
“ I’m glad the jury was able 
to see through the politics of the 
situation,” Crowe said today, 
“ and I'm glad they said that I 
had a right to defend m yself.” 
During the six-day trial, 
Crowe, 37. admitted hitting 19- 
year-old Kenneth M. Davidson 
of Fairfax, with a double-blad- 
ed ax in a post-election fracas 
March 6. But he claimed it was 
self-defense, 
saying Davidson 
had threatened him with a beer 
bottle 
The jury in the court of Supe­ 
rior Court Judge Henry J. 
Broderick “didn’t really believe 
either Davidson or Crowe, and 
therefore had a doubt in their 
minds and acted accordingly,’’ 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Joshua VV

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate W atergate com m ittee 
completes its work this month 
with many unanswered ques­ 
tions about the m ysterious 
$100,000 Howard Hughes contri­ 
bution to President N ixon’s 
campaign. 
The “Hughes affair’’ was one 
of the most extensive and com­ 
plex of the committee’s year 
long investigations. Lawyers 
an d 
in v e s t ig a t o r s 
s p e n t 
hundreds of hours and thou­ 
sands of dollars traveling to 
Las Vegas, California, Florida 
and the Bahamas. 
But all they uncovered was 
more questions and very few 
answers. 
The investigation will not stop 
when the committee goes out of 
business, however. The Water­ 
gate Special Prosecutor's office 
reportedly has been receiving 
reports from the Senate investi­ 
gators and eventually may take 
the matter to a grand jury. 
The Hughes investigation be­ 
gan 
with 
an unsubstantiated 
rumor that the $100,000 was 
part of a “ secret million dollar 
trust fund” kept for Nixon in 
the bank of his close friend 
Charles B. “ Bebe” Rebozo. Al­ 
though some Watergate investi­ 
gators believed the rumor true, 
they never found any evidence 
to prove it. 
Rebozo, under oath, categori­ 
cally denied any wrongdoing in 
connection with his handling of 
the $100,000, denied he kept a 
secret fund for Nixon, and la­ 
beled as “ ridiculous” reports 
that some of the money was 
funnelled into the financing of 
Nixon’s San Clemente estate. 
The Senate probe was thwart­ 
ed on many fronts. They found 
the Hughes organization impen­ 
etrable and of course there was 
no way to interview the elusive 
billionaire 
Rebozo was interviewed sev­ 
en times, but for the most part 
the investigators were unable to 
punch holes in his story They 
attempted to subpoena all his 
financial records, but he chal­ 
lenged the committee in court, 
saying they had asked for too 
much and were invading his 
privacy. 
“Time has just run out on 
us,” Vice Chairman Howard 
Baker said 
Senate sources said their in­ 
vestigators found. 
Memos from Hughes that he 
wanted to make a ’’$1 million 
payoff to a President of the 
United States” in an attempt to 
halt nuclear testing in Nevada. 
where he feared it would hurt 
his gambling empire. There is 
no evidence the payoff was 
made 
Evidence indicating, but not 
conclusively proving, that the 
$100,000 was linked to the gov­ 
ernment’s decision by then At­ 
torney General John N. Mitch­ 
ell to drop an antitrust suit. The

They said the crackdown was 
intended to prevent demonstra­ 
tions during the visit, beginning 
Thursday, and to block a sem i­ 
nar planned at the same time 
by unemployed Jewish scien­ 
tists. 
More than 30 persons have 
been arrested in recent days in 
Moscow, Leningrad and Odessa 
and at least 17 in Kishinev, the 
sources said. Some in Kishinev 
have since started a hunger 
strike.

Four Are Rescued From 
A Sinking Fishing Vessel 


Four men were rescued last 
night 
from 
a 65-foot fishing 
vessel that sank in the Pacific 
Ocean four and a half miles 
west of Point Reyes. 
About 9:30 p m 
the b o ats 
owner. Ray McCubbin of Chu- 
giak. .Alaska, radioed the Coast 
Guard in San Francisco that his 
vessel — which had lost its 
forward hatches in heavy seas 
— was in danger of sinking. 
An hour later, as a Coast 
Guard airplane lighted the dar­ 
kened ocean with flares — two 
helicopters lifted three of the 
men to safety. 
But when hoist equipm ent 
failed on both helicopters, the 


fourth man — McCubbin — was 
feared lost. 
M om ents 
la te r 
M cCubbin 
jumped clear of the boat as it 
sank and was recovered from 
the chill ocean by a 44-foot 
lifeboat, 
one of two Coast 
Guard craft which had joined 
the search. 
The o th ers rescu ed 
w ere 
McCubbin s son David, and two 
brothers from Salt Lake City. 
Brook and Daren Taylor 
All were reported in good 
condition. 
The lost vessel, the Flying 
Squirrel, had been en route to 
Alaska 
It was worth an esti­ 
m ated $35,000. 


Accord On 
Tamalpais 
Tax Status 


Larkspur, County Clear 


Impasse In Revenue Case 


The City of Larkspur will not waive a city 
requirement that The Tamalpais retirement resi­ 
dence remain on the tax rolls, city officials said 
today. 
The decision was made dur­ 
ing a closed meeting yesterday 
betw een city re p re se n ta tiv e s 
and county supervisors. 


County officials said they are 
pleased with the city's decision 
because 
they 
believe it will 
make it easier to fight the tax 
exempt status recently granted 
to the multimillion dollar retire­ 
ment center atop Bon Air Hill. 
he The county and other tax­ 
ing agencies, which derive rev­ 
enues from property taxes paid 
by The Tam alpais, have pro­ 
tested 
the exemption, saying 
they will lose about $260,000 a 
year if the center is no longer 
on the tax rolls. 


The protest stem m ed from an 
agreem ent reached between the 
City of Larkspur and The Tam ­ 
alpais which would have pro­ 
tected the city’s treasury w'hile 
relieving the center from pay 
mg thousands of dollars annual­ 
ly in property taxes to schools, 
sanitary, hospital, transit and 
other districts. 


L a rk s p u r o rig in a lly h ad 
promised to waive the require­ 
ment that the retirem ent center 
remain on the tax rolls, a re­ 
quirement contained in the per­ 
mit which the city granted to 
The T am alpais when it was 
being built. In return, the cen- 
icr. which already has been 
granted tax exempt status from 
tho county assessor, would con­ 
tinue to pay the city an “ in 
lieu” amount equal to what the 
city would have received in 
property taxes from the resi­ 
dence. 
Other taxing agencies 
would have received no com ­ 
pensation fo r th eir revenue 
loss. 
Removing that long-standing 
requirem ent would have taken 
away 
some 
of the 
leverage 
which the taxing agencies, in­ 


cluding the county, had hoped 
to use to fight the tax exem p­ 
tion 
“ At no time has the City of 
Larkspur wished to jeopardize 
the 
position of other taxing 
agencies," said City Mgr. Har­ 
lan B arry. “ T herefore, our 
com m ittee has ag reed after 
meeting with a com m ittee from 
the board of supervisors to pur­ 
sue a revised agreem ent with 
The Tam alpais that would pro­ 
tect the city and at the sam e 
time allow other taxing agen­ 
cies to choose w hatever course 
of action they deem appropri­ 
a te.” 
That action probably will be 
in the form of an appeal to the 
state 
Board of 
Equalization, 
protesting the granting in May 
of tax exempt status for the 
retirem ent center. 
Mayor Joan L 
Sestak said 
representatives from the retire­ 
ment center tentatively agreed 
yesterday to the revised agree­ 
ment. Under its term s, the re­ 
tirem ent residence still would 
agree to pay the city an “ in 
lie u ’ 
am ount equaling what 
Larkspur would have received 
in property taxes, about $38,000 
this year, if it m anages to keep 
its exemption 
Y esterday’s meeting was set 
up by mutual agreem ent of the 
city and county after the city 
delayed signing the original 
agreem ent with the $10.5 mil­ 
lion retirem ent residence 
In attendance were supervi­ 
sors Gary Giacomim and Peter 
R Arrigone, Mrs Sestak, Lark­ 
spur councilman Robert H. Lee.

CHILDRENS' EX AMIN A W NS 
A Health Program Flap 


By MARY LEYDECKER 
It s hard to be against exam­ 
ining small children to find out 
if they have physical or mental 
disabilities; 
it would 
be like 
coming out against Christmas. 


So it’s the way a new state­ 
wide program calling for such 
examinations 
will be carried 
out that is the center of a quiet 
fuss in Marin, as well as in 
many other California counties. 


The flap centers on legisla­ 
tion enacted last year which is 
still widely unknown to the pub­ 
lic. 
Assemblyman Willie Brown. 
D-San Francisco, sponsor of AB 
2068 which created the child 
health disability program, ap­ 
parently had a pretty simple 
goal in mind. 
After one of his own children 
had trouble in school because a 
physical problem had gone un­ 
detected, the assemblyman said 
he conceived the notion of pro­ 
viding physical screening for 
all the state’s children. 
The result was a sweeping 
piece of legislation, which will 
require “periodic assessments 
of the health status” of all 
children except those whose 
parents request 
they 
be ex­ 
empted 
The bill says that after July 
1975, all youngsters entering the 
first grade must have had ‘‘the 
appropriate health screening 
and evaluation services” unless 
their parents send a written 
notice saying they don’t want 
such an examination 
Additional screening for older 
children eligible for Medical 
also is required. 
I'nder the provisions of the 
bill, the screening is to include 
“ but is not limited to,” health 
and development history, as­ 
sessment of physical growth, 
developmental assessment, in­ 
spection for obvious physical 
defects, ear. nose, mouth and 
throat inspection (including 
teeth and gums), tests for vi­ 
sion, hearing, cardiac abnor­ 
malities, anemia, tuberculosis, 
infections, urinary tract condi­ 
tions, an assessment of nutri­ 
tional status and immunization, 
and, where appropriate, testing 
for sickle cell anemia. 
.Just how and where this ex­ 
tensive list of tests and exami­ 
nations are to be given is up in 
the air 
The state has not yet come up 
with standards for the screen­ 
ing and the amount of money 
available is still in question. 
On the local scene, some of 
those involved 
in a steering 
committee setting up the pro­ 
gram, envision children going 
to a central location, like a 
gymnasium, and being exam ­ 
ined by a team consisting main­ 
ly of nurses and paraprofession­ 
als. 
The screening might be free 
for children of low-income fam­ 
ilies and on a sliding scale for 
others. “It also might be done 
at times convenient for families 
— evenings and on weekends.” 
said 
Richard 
Betting county 
health planner. 
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Independent-Journal draw ing by Jack Luccyl 


Dr. Theodore D Hiatt, county- 
medical officer, compared the 
concept to the already-function­ 
ing well baby clinic, “which is 
pretty active.” 


But this picture is met with a 
lack of enthusiasm by many of 
the county’s private doctors. 


“The Brown bill does not fit 
Marin County at all,” is the 
view of San Rafael pediatrician 
Robert F Frederickson. 


Dr 
Frederickson maintains 
that the new screening system 
“will be a step down” for Marin 
children and will provide “less 
than optimal care. ” 


There are so lew children in 
Marin, he said. who are not 
able to afford to see private 
physicians for regular examina­ 
tions 
(or 
who are 
not 
on 
M edical) that 
it 
would 
be 
cheaper to send these few to 
private doctors than to set up a 
new system 


Arguments that many Mann 
physicians do not want to ac­ 
cept M edical patients w ere 
pooh-poohed by Dr. Frederick­ 
son, who said he had compiled 
a list of 18 pediatricians by a 
quick phone check who said 
they do accept them 


Dr 
Frederickson and many 
other doctors argue that setting 
up the new screening process in 
any manner other than sending 


children to private physicians 
will 
be 
“ more expensive — 
because a whole new tier will 
be set up.” 


Many physicians also are ob­ 
jecting to anyone other than 


d octors doing the examinations. 
Then there is the problem of 
who will get the referrals if 
children are deemed to need 
treatment or further referrals. 


In over-doctored Marin, these 
questions are sore ones. 


The question of how many 
children in Marin are not now- 
receiving thorough physical ex­ 
aminations and how many may­ 
be suffering from undiagnosed 
problems is unknown 


Statewide, according to Betti- 
ni. the figure is believed to be 
30 per cent of all youngsters. 


In Marin, where affluence is 
more the rule than the excep­ 
tion, there is no way to tell how- 
many youngsters have hidden 
phy sical and mental problems. 


To this end, the Comprehen­ 
sive Health Planning Council of 


Mann has planned a survey for 
this fall. “We don’t know yet 
where the problems are,” said 
Joan Rippe, executive director 
of the council. 
“Are there families of higher 
income who don’t take their 
kids to the doctor?” she asked. 
Questions about fam ilies’ pri­ 
vate physicians, their medical 
insurance and the convenience 
of the county medical facilities 
will be asked in the survey. 
The survey is intended to 
determine whether Marin chil­ 
dren receive adequate medical 
care, or whether local doctors 
have their heads in the sand 
when they say they do. 
In the meantime, plans for 
the state-m andated program 
are going ahead, and “it simply 
will not succeed without the 
cooperation of Marin physicians 
and parents,” according to Bet- 
tini. 


Ray Of Hope 
In Strike 
By Nurses 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 


There was a glimmer of hope 
today in the 16-day strike by 
some 4,400 nurses in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. 


A California Nurses Associa­ 
tion spokesman last night de­ 
scribed as “fruitful” talks on 
the restoration of volunteer 
nursing assistance in emergen­ 
cy and intensive care units. 


The CNA withdrew its volun­ 
tary agreement to provide the 
help at some hospitals earlier 
this week on grounds the hospi­ 
tals were using the nurses to 
spell supervisory personnel so 
they could work in unnecessary 
jobs. 


CNA subcommittees and hos­ 
pital bargainers met throughout 
Friday on a program to restore 
the volunteer help. They re­ 
cessed the talks to gather sta­ 
tistics but did not say when 
they would return to the bar­ 
gaining table. 


But it was reported that Fed­ 
eral Mediator William Ussery 
flew here from Washington, 
D C., to participate in the bar­ 
gaining. The CNA had asked for 
his assistance. 


Meanwhile, the San Francis­ 
co Medical Society set up an 
“available bed roster” to re­ 
main in effect until the issue of 
staffing emergency units could 
be worked out. 


“ We are not going to have 
someone die because we cannot 
place him in a bed and get him 
treated,” Dr. Bradford Cohn, 
society president and pediatric 
chief at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
told newsmen. 


There 
are public 
hospitals 
and two big private hospitals in 
San Francisco not directly af­ 
fected by the strike. But Cohn 
said these have “been fairly 
well saturated” with patients 
since the walkout 


The CNA said, however, that 
its members would be willing to 
take over emergency duties in 
any hospital where there was a 
danger inadequate care could 
result in danger for patients. 


Doctors were spending extra 
time in the struck hospitals to 
help out in the emergency, cor­ 
onary and intensive care units. 


The thorniest issue in the 
strike was a demand by the 
CNA that it be given a voice in 
.staffing decisions at the hospi­ 
tals The nurses also were seek­ 
ing higher pay, better pension 
benefits and every other week­ 
end off. 
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President Handed Bill Giving 
Congress More Budget Controls 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Leg­ 
islation is awaiting President 
Nixon’s signature that would 
give Congress more control the 
federal budget and the right to 
take a President to court if he 
tried to impound funds over a 
Congressional veto. 
The measure passed easily — 
75-0 in the Senate yesterday and 
401-6 in the House earlier in the 
week. President Nixon is ex­ 
pected to sign it despite his 
objections to certain provisions. 
The bill would create sepa­ 
rate House and Senate budget 


committees to review spending 
under a central congressional 
budget 
office similar to the 
Office of M anagem ent and 
Budget in the executive branch. 
The two budget committees 
would have final responsibly 
for form ulating an overall 
spending ceiling, subject to ap­ 
proval 
by 
the Senate and 
House. 
The bill would also require 
the president to notify Congress 
if he plans to impound any 
funds for a program already- 
approved by the legislators. 


Uniform Base Rate For 
Natural Gas Is Approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Power Com m ission 
voted 4 to I yesterday to estab­ 
lish a uniform national base 
rate for natural gas that could 
double monthly gas bills for 
some consumers. 


The FPC, blaming a serious 
shortage of the gas used pri­ 
marily for cooking and home 
heating, set a national base 
price for natural gas at 42 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet. 


The president of the Ameri­ 
can Gas Association, F. Donald 
Hart, called the increase “half 
a loaf” and said a higher well­ 
head rate is also needed to 
insure an adequate gas supply. 


The new rate applies to all 
interstate sales except in Alas­ 
ka and Hawaii, but covers only 
gas 
produced 
from 
fields 
tapped after Jan. I. 1973. How­ 
ever. the FPC is considering 
requests for price increases on 
gas produced from older fields. 
The new rate will provide a 
15 per cent rate of return for 
producers to attract high risk 
capital needed for financing, 
exploration, development and 
production program s “ which 
must be undertaken to produce 
new natural gas supplies neces­ 
sary to fulfill existing and fu­ 
ture demand,” the FPC said. 
“The demand for natural gas 
is far in excess of the available 
supply and will so remain for 
the immediate future.” it add­ 
ed. 
The gas rate structure pre­ 
viously was a crazy quilt, with 
prices ranging from 19.9 to 34 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet. The 
new 
national rate will more 
than double the old cost in some 
regions. 
FPC Commissioner Don S. 
Smith said in a separate state­ 


ment the impact of the base 
rate would be substantial — 
probably as much as SI billion 
by 1980. 
The commission ruling said 
the higher rates were needed to 
bring supplies to the market 
place, but it could not predict 
the precise level of new sup­ 
plies which will be forthcoming 
at the new rate. 
An additional I cent per 1,000 
cubic feet can be charged by 
the producer if he transports 
gas from an offshore field to an 
onshore delivery point. Other 
allowances ranging from I cent 
to 2.5 cents per 1,000 cubic feet 
may be permitted for certain 
producing areas with particular 
problems. 


Either the Senate or the 
House would have the authority 
to veto the impoundment, or 
authorize the General Account­ 
ing Office to take the president 
to court if he chose to ignore 
Congress’ veto. 


Sen 
Sam J 
E n in Jr., D- 
N.C., chairman of the Senate 
Government Operations Com­ 
mittee, said “this is the most 
important piece of legislation I 
have worked on in my 20 years 
in the Senate.” 
Sen 
Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, one of the chief spon­ 
sors, called it “the most impor­ 
tant bill Congress will consider 
this session.” 


He said it was designed 
to 
give Congress the information 
and staff necessary to deter­ 
mine each year how much mon­ 
ey the government has, how 
much it should take in, and how- 
much it should spend, before 
determining what to buy with 
the taxpayers' money 


The bill 
also sets a fixed 
timetable for each step leading 
to final reconciliation of the 
money bills with the congres­ 
sional budget, including moving 
the start of the fiscal year from 
July I to Oct. I. 


At present. Congress passes 
authorizing and appropriations 
bills in piecemeal fashion, send­ 
ing them to the White House 
with 
little attention to their 
impact on the budget as a 
whole.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - With 
a month left before a decision 
must be made, the House Judi­ 
cial*}' Committee is about to 
call w itnesses for testim ony 
which members hope will nail 
down a case either for or 
against President Nixon s im­ 
peachment 


Nixon’s committee allies and 
foes alike are looking for testi­ 
mony to make a compelling 
case in support of their own 
viewpoint. 


But the President’s friends 
admit privately their need is 
greater —their last best chance 
of blocking impeachment in the 
committee rests with the sworn 
and probably secret testimony 
to be elicited in the next few 
weeks. 
First on every list of potential 
witnesses is former Nixon con­ 
fidant Charles W. Colson. On 
Friday, he told a judge he was 
acting under Nixon’s instruc­ 
tions when he committed the 
crim e to which he pleaded 
guilty —obstruction of justice in 
the Daniel Ellsberg case. 
Colson was reported Saturday 
to have disclosed 
that he 
warned Nixon on three occa­ 
sions in January and February 
1973, that the Watergate con­ 
spiracy went far beyond the 
seven 
men convicted in the 
break-in. Nixon has said repeat­ 
edly that such information did 
not reach him before March 21. 
1973, when John W. Dean III 
talked to him. 
The Judiciary Com m ittee 
staff also wants testimony from 
Henry E Petersen, head of the 
Justice Department’s criminal 
division, who must explain why 
the prosecutor's investigation 
never landed any higher figures 
rn the Nixon administration. 
Other potential witnesses in­ 
clude Dean; former Attorneys 
General Elliot L 
Richardson 
and 
Richard G. Kleindienst; 
former Nixon advisers John D 
Ehrlichman and H. R. Halde- 
man; and form er cam paign 
w orker 
Fred 
LaRue, 
who 
played a role in meeting E. 
Howard Hunt’s blackmail de­ 
mands on March 21, 1973. 
But Chairman Peter W. Rodi- 
no Jr., D-N. J., is determined to 
whittle down the list and to 
limit questioning to narrow, im­ 
portant areas still in the shad­ 
ows. He is likely to insist that 
sensitive testimony be taken 
behind closed doors. 


Moreover, many on the com­ 
mittee of 38 lawyers have a 
distaste for granting immunity 
to recalcitrant witnesses who 
would otherwise invoke their 
Fifth Amendment rights. And 
the law provides a delay of up 
to 30 days before immunity can 
be granted —too long for the 
impeachment timetable to per­ 
mit. 


The witness list 
is to be 
thrashed out at public meetings 
af the committee this week. 
with the first testimony not 
likely to come before July. 


Rodino is promising a vote in

A g o v ern m en t 
spokesman called the .signing of 
the declaration “ simply a logi­ 
cal next step after Ottawa”, but 
said Nixon’s briefing on his 
Moscow visit would be the most 
valuable aspect of the visit. 
Before his previous Moscow 
trip. Nixon sent Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger here 
to brief the allies. But Kissinger 
did not tell them that Nixon 
would sign documents with the 
Russians pledging “peaceful co­ 
existence” and no nuclear war. 
and many NATO nations — 
p articu larly France — com ­ 
plained about this later.

Part Of Problems On Job

“I was hired just as a labor­ 
er. The first day I nailed on the 
floor. That night in bed I cried 
for an hour because my arm 
hurt. I had blisters. The next 
;■ 
day I nailed up the roof with 
my hands bandaged like a 
mummy," said carpenter Mari­ 
lyn Drath of Inverness. 
The house builder sat with 
cabinet maker Leslie Estabrook 
of Limantour Beach on the 
porch of an Inverness house, 
which they helped to build, and 
talked about women’s problems 
on the job. 
It is a misconception, they 
believe, that women cannot do 
heavy work. Women can use 
light tools. Their biggest prob­ 
lem is lifting. The lower back 
muscles can be strengthened, 
said Leslie, a cabinet maker for 
the past three years. 
“I would like to see a man 
carry a baby around all day," 
said Leslie, who is expecting a 
baby in a few months. 
In carpentry there is a lot of 
movement. The worst thing is 
to be up on a roof and forget 
your tools, she said. 


MARILYN, A house builder 
for the past two years, is not 
the weakest person on the job, 
she said. There are men in poor 
physical condition. But when 
you are working on a job. there 
are people to help 
Both women learned on the 
job They believe that women, 
learning from 
men, feel in- 
comptetent because the men 
forget what it is like to be a 
beginner. 
It is hard for an established 
carpenter to teach others be­ 
cause his skills arc second na­ 
ture to him. He may fail to 
explain that if you are stiff 
when driving nails you will get 
tired. 
Use your arm with a 
swing, said Marilyn. 
Women are not inferior; they 
can do what men can do, said 


Leslie, but is hard to have 
confidence in the face of ridi­ 
cule. 
“ In m ost cases men are 
brought up with tools in their 
hands and do not remember 
what it's like to never have 
seen a tool," Leslie said. 
‘‘They never remember. They 
ridicule you. They yell,’’ said 
Marilyn. 
"I cannot stand that and I 
won t take it,” said Leslie. 


SHE WORKED with a woman 
in Boston who thought the men 
were laying a trip on her. The 
woman was always ready to 
find and be hurt by ridicule. 
“ I work with a whole bunch 
of guys; they get bored and kid 
me. Anything I can think of, I 
say," Marilyn said. 
A woman should teach wom­ 
en carpentry, according to Les­ 
lie. She teaches women at her 
cabinetry shop in the Liman­ 
tour Beach Youth Hostel. 
There she demonstrates the 
use of basic tools; a tape mea­ 
su re , p en cil, co m b in atio n 
square, hand saw and hammer. 
With these, women can make 
just about anything. They can 
cut all the pieces of a house, 
Leslie said. You can be a car­ 
penter with $50 worth of tools or 
spend $1,000. 
It depends on the job. 
"There is not that much to 
house building. It s one step 
after another; no harder than 
making a dress," said Marilyn. 
But it is another m atter to 
read the house plans. She is 
lust beginning to learn. The 
boss reads the plans and gives 
everybody a p articu lar job, 
Marilyn said. Leslie has to read 
plans for cabinet making. 
v \fte r M arilyn g ra d u a te d 
from California State Universi­ 
ty. San Francisco, in 1972 and 
was not accepted at the law 
school she chose, she struggled 
to convince her father, contrac­ 
tor Phil Drath. to hire her. He 


knew that she was strong, an 
enthusiast of gymnastics, track 
and horse training, but he also 
knew how little she knew about 
tools. Marilyn had never helped 
him 
She had no idea how he 
went about building a house 
and regarded it as a strange 
phenomenon 


ONCE HE LET her work 
temporarily with architect Jan­ 
ice Ong, shingling a roof. Jan­ 
ice wanted to learn carpentry 
to become a better architect. 
Wearing false eyelashes and 
her long hair loose, Janice 
worked on the house she helped 
design side by side with Mari­ 
lyn. 
Marilyn couldn’t get a job 
with her father’s construction 
firm until one rainy day he 
•needed temporary help to carry 
lumber. 
"It was slippery mud. I can 
throw a javelin. I threw the 
lumber from the top of the hill. 
I worked hard,” she said, add­ 
ing that the man working with 
her was slow and stopped fre­ 
quently for a drink. The next 
day he was fired and Marilyn 
got the job. 
"I am still scared of the 
power saw. that is the wisest 
thing. I see apprentices sawing 
close to their legs,” she said. 
She started attending College 
of Marin s carpentry class but 
found she was too tired after a 
day on the job. After two years 
as a 
house builder 
Marilyn 
plans to attend law school this 
fail. 
Leslie s entry into the build­ 
ing trade three years ago was 
through a carpenter’s collective 
in Boston. She had finished high 
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school and “felt strongly that 
the experience of not going to 
college was more im portant 
than going.” She was tired of 
her waitress job; her future 
seemed bleak, she said. 
“ I decided to try carpentry. I 
had no expectation for it. I 
joined a woodworking collective 
of IO people. No one knew how 
or had any tools. We just all 
wanted 
to get together and 
learn. The money would come 
in to us as a group, she said. 
Leslie got a job putting a ceil­ 
ing in on rough rafters on the 
second day after she joined 
because everybody else was too 
busy. 


She stayed in the carpenter's 
collective for almost a year. 
There was no work during the 
winter so they decided to make 


looms. They made ll floor 
looms, but only covered their 
costs. 


IT WAS A crash course in 
cabinet making. They thought it 
would take six weeks; it took 
three 
months of working 16 
hours a day with very primitive 
tools, sanding by hand. 
"Then ‘me and my old m an’ 
Axel came to California." she 
said. At first they worked to­ 
gether as cabinet makers with 
Axel Nelson as foreman. Later 
they worked separately. That 
was a good decision, according 
to Leslie. She learned about her 
own pace and her own skills. 
Now the couple works together 
better, one or the other acting 
as foreman, she said. 
They are houseparents at the

P. S. S., 
Not entirely. You must check 
the stretch factor when you 
purchase your fabric. Exam ine 
it carefully and stretch it in 
every direction. If it doesn't 
spnng back into its original 
shape immediately, don’t buy it 
because it will look “tired ” and 
stretched out and will probably 
continue to grow out of shape 
Underlining only destroys the 
n a tu ral 
a d v an ta g e 
of 
the 
stretch in the fabric. If you 
wish to stabilize certain areas 
of your garm ent such as the 
neck area and the jacket fronts, 
I have found that the feather­ 
weight, 
all-bias pellon works 
beautifully. 
If your knit is woven tightly 
enough and you wish a softer, 
unconstructed look to your g ar­ 
ment, you may wish to elimi 
nate the interfacing altogether. 
You may use the new stretch 
interfacing to bond the hems 
and the facings to your g ar­ 
m ents, but be sure to check 
with a scrap of your fabric first 
to see if it

alize and put all fabrics and 
techniques in the sam e catego­ 
ry.

Surrealistic Novel Comes Alive

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
New York Shakespeare Festi­ 
val’s Public Theater in lower 
Manhattan is known for experi­ 
mentation. but it has gone a 
long way with a dramatic ver­ 
sion of William S. Burroughs’ 
novel, ’’Naked Lunch.” 
The surrealistic novel was 
first published in 1959, and es­ 
tablished the St. Louis-born 
Burroughs 
as a 
hero and 
spokesman of the underground 
“beat generation” of that dec­ 
ade 
Not 
m any, 
if any, ever 
dreamed the book, whose main 
theme is the horror of drug 
addiction, 
would 
ever 
be 
brought to the boards. 


But the Chicago Project-New 
York has done it, and done it 
well —for an audience with a 
strong stomach. 


The dram atization, in one 
short act and two long ones, is 
replete 
with 
the 
seam iest 
scenes of an addict’s degrada­ 
tion, language that will curdle 
the minds of the prim and 
proper, explicit although simu­ 
lated scenes of sex mingled 
with death, and so on. 


Well into the play, the char­ 
acter playing Burroughs (who 
was an addict himself for 15 
years) takes the stage in a 
monologue. The play, he says, 
is moral in purpose. Its enemey 
is the ogre junk. And how else 


to fight disease, which he says 
addiction is, than to display its 
mental, moral and physical in­ 
roads in all their disgusting 
detail. 


And it is in playing the char­ 
acter of Burroughs that Mark 
Simon establishes himself as 
the most powerful figure in the 
play — and one of the most 
versatile. 


Simon, like practically all the 
other characters, plays many 
different roles. All of the char­ 
acters have a fine feeling for 
the sardonic but often weirdly 
slapstick humor for which Bur­ 
roughs is well known among his 
literary following 
Also among the many-faced 


actors are Alan Daniels, Joanne 
Slawinski, David Gooder, Mary- 
lin Considine, Cathy Kelly, Lau­ 
rie Martinez, Paula Wiley, Ray 
Munro, and Ellie Schadt. They 
are all young and all obviously 
having fun. 
The play is at times am ateur­ 
ish but that’s one of the grow­ 
ing pains of experimental thea­ 
ter. There will be those who 
like it and those who hate it, 
but that has been Burroughs’ 
literary fate. 
Dame Edith Sitwell once cas­ 
tigated him for “psycopathoJog- 
ical filth .” N orm an M ailer 
called him “ the only American 
novelist living today who con­ 
ceivably may be possessed by 
genius.” 


Criticize TV's The Waltons' And 
You'll Have To Battle John-Boy

John-Boy is fighting mad. 
Criticize “The Waltons” un­ 
fairly and you'll have to con­ 
tend with an indignant actor — 
Richard Thomas, Emmy-win- 
ning 23-year-old star of that 
E m m y-w inning CBS show 
which was originally praised 
for its "post-Watergate morali­ 
ty’’ but which has been coming 
under increasing attack recent­ 
ly for its supposed “nauseating­ 
ly saccharine” approach to life. 


Says Thomas, in New York to 
visit his parents and friends, 
see his book editor, and pro­ 
m ote the show during the 
spring hiatus in shooting; 


' I'm upset by some of the 
potshots at the show. 
When 
som ething is successful, we 
Americans tend to kill it. One of 
the complaints is that the Wal­ 
tons don’t act like poor share­ 
croppers. Well, we’re not. We 
are not the poorest in our own 
community — in fact we are 
the upper crust. It s a great 
mistake to assume that the 
Waltons represent the entire 
community. 
"But many of the people who 
attack 
The Waltons’ find a 
great deal of hostility in the 
American mainstream. Not be­ 
cause of what it represented in 
the past — but because of what 
it has decayed into in recent 
times. These people feel alien­ 
ated from their families, from 
the traditions of this country. 
Any positive attitude toward 
America now, they seem to 
think, is aimed at them. They 
find it impossible to believe 
that any childhood is without 
neurosis, and, ultimately, that 
there is any marriage without 
failure They feel self-righteous 
in their neuroses and superior 
in their own failures. They re­ 
fuse to believe that there are 
happy, successful fam ilies/' 


"The Waltons'* is now in re­ 
runs while the segments for its 
third season are in preparation 
on the West Coast. Does Thom­ 
as feel the show’ will last as 
long as the Lucy show? 


Report On Studio 
To Be Studied 


The Mann County Planning 
Commission, meeting Monday 
at 9 a.rn at Civic Center, will 
review an environmental im­ 
pact report for a proposed 
recording studio in the Wolf- 
back Ridge area near Marin 
City. 
The project calls for the stu­ 
dio to be located on Alta Ave­ 
nue It was proposed by W’arren

The planning com m ission 
first considered the environ­ 
m ental 
report ea rlier this 
month and referred it back for 
more study on sewage disposal 
and whether the project would 
be compatable with the nearby 
Golden Gate National Recrea­ 
tion Area, among other things. 


“ The Waltons' will last only 
as long as it remains good. It’s 
a quality show and the minute 
that quality begins to slip, peo­ 
ple will know it and they’ll feel 
bored and betrayed by it and 
turn it off. 


“I feel that alienation has 
been stressed long enough in 
our society. And ‘The Waltons 
is a show which is concerned 
with what we need right now — 
a sense of unity and interde­ 
pendence. It’s a show about a 
family that lives off the land 
without ruining it, a family in 
which many points of view are 
present at the same time, but 
which manages to live in har­ 
mony.” 


Thomas is not your average 
television juvenile — he m a­ 
jored 
in Oriental studies at 
Columbia for a couple of years, 
writes poetry (his first pub­ 
lished book "Poems by Richard 
Thomas” will be out in the fall), 
he breeds dogs (brussels grif­ 
fons and King Charles span­ 
iels), speaks Spanish and Man­ 
darin Chinese, plans to learn 
Persian 
soon, studies ballet, 
plays the dulcimer . . 
It goes 
on and on. 
And despite my longtim e 
sk e p tic ism about p u b lic ity 
claims for young actors, I must 
admit that, in addition to be­ 
lieving it all. I found young 
Thomas to be at least outward­ 
ly dev oid of the hang-ups which 
tend to mar the psychic make­ 
up of some stars, young and 
old For a start — he loves his 
family and is proud to admit it. 
His face glows as he talks of 
his mother and father who run 
the New York School of Ballet. 
Both have been professional 
dancers. 
"I come from the same kind 
of family as the Waltons. My 
father was Eastern Kentucky 
hill and mining country. And 
my family is close — a younger 
sister and an older adopted 
brother They come out to see 
me all the time. They are such 
good judges of me personally. 
Also, they know when my act­ 
ing is good and why and they 
tell me. Because they really 
know me. Ifs good for me to 
keep in contact with them be­ 
cause they keep me in contact 
with myself. Somehow they al­ 
ways remind me of what I was 
immediately before, so I get an 
objective viewpoint of myself 
now. I don’t exactly get advice 
from them — they simply share 
the wealth of their experience 
Very important people in my 
life. 
As he talks, Thomas smiles. 
That same infectious John-Boy 
smile that radiates from the 
television. 


•‘Yes’ I have a house that I 
love — the first I’ve ever 
owned I have dogs. My work 
pleases me. I have a few very 
solid relationships — with my 
family, my lady friend, a cou­ 
ple of close friends. I know I 
have a lot of growing to do both 
personally and professionally. 
And I know I am not ready to 
marry and take on the responsi­ 
bility for other people yet. At 
this point in my life I owe it to 
myself to pay attention to my­ 
self and try to build my life to 
make it as strong as I can. 


“ I get up every morning and 
feel that the world is in the 
palm of my hand. I just have to 
live up to what’s promised!" 
Thomas has some very defi­ 
nite views about integrity and 
Watergate. 
“The present hideous situa­ 
tion has cast aspersions retro­ 
actively back to the origins of 
our country. Some people find it 
hard to believe that there ever 
was integrity in government. 
And that’s a terrible mistake. 
“ But I now find it so hard to 
look at Watergate. I feel alien­ 
ated. To see any man brought 
low is always distressing — I

Budget Of 
$911,031 
Is Proposed 


Fairfax town staff members 
have proposed a $911,031 oper­ 
ating budget for 1974-75, up 
from this year’s $719,774 operat­ 
ing program. 
City staff has no idea how 
next year’s spending program 
will affect the current town tax 
rate of $1.80 per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation. 
Since the town is currently 
conducting its affairs without 
the assistance of a town admin­ 
istrator, the operating budget is 
merely a compilation of various 
departmental requests. 
This year’s total budget of 
$811,424 is composed of the 
$719,774 operating program and 
a $91,650 capital improvement 
program. No capital improve­ 
ment program has been pro­ 
posed as yet for next fiscal 
year. 
City staff has estimated that 
$862,989 in revenue will be 
available to finance the 1974-75 
budget. Since this revenue esti­ 
mate falls far below the $911,- 
031 operating budget requested, j 
aside from any capital im- j 
provement program, the coun-; 
cil is expected to sharply trim 
the operating proposal.

Red Sox. They shouldn’t have. 
What happened, briefly, was that Bando came 
into the locker room immediately after the loss, 
kicked a can and made a derogatory statement 
about manager Dark. No big deal. Bando had just 
made the last out of a tough game and was letting 
off steam in the privacy of the clubhouse. A 
problem arose because Dark, unknown to Bando, 
was five feet behind him at the time of the 
outburst. At Dark’s request, Bando went into the 
manager’s office for a brief meeting. 
The writers, myself included, were just entering 
the clubhouse area as Bando was leaving Dark’s 
office. In the course of interviewing Alvin, the 
question arose as to the significance of the 
meeting between the two. Dark stated that it was, 
“Nothing in particular”. Later, Bando was asked 
the same question and it was then that the press 
was informed about the incident. 
Though he was quoted in one paper as having 
said that “Dark couldn’t manage an (expletive 
deleted) meat market”, Bando actually never once 
repeated what he had said. He was sincerely 
embarrassed by the whole affair and had in fact 
apologized to Dark already. In my opinion, he 
looked exactly like a youngster who had been 
caught by his mother as he was reaching for the 
forbidden extra Fig Newton. 
The black headlines that this incident garnered 
were unwarranted. It is a greater man than I who 
has never thought unkind things about his boss. In 
some situations these thoughts have been verbal­ 
ized out of earshot of the offending executive. 
Bando’s biggest mistake was not what he did, but 
that he felt compelled to let it get out of the 
confines of the clubhouse. 
A much more noteworthy occurance happened 
as six writers were questioning Bando and not one 
of them mentioned it (until now that is). Vida Blue 
stepped into the circle, tapped Sal on the shoulder 
and quietly said, “Don’t come down too hard on 
the man. He has his hands tied behind his back.” 
Now that is news! Here’s a normally volatile 
Vida, who had just been the losing pitcher in a 
tough game, telling the team captain to take it 
easy on the manager. 
Blue’s statement was not for show. It was 
something he said to a teammate and then left. I 
was as impressed with this, because I have been 
disturbed in the past by Vida’s juvenile behavior. 
Notes: Boston and Oakland looked every bit like 
the two playoff teams. It was a great series. 


THE KPIX camera crew could obviously have 
used a few spring training games to sharpen their 
techniques. They had great difficulty even follow­ 
ing the ball Tuesday night . . . The biggest rip off 
going has to be the A’s selleng of their yearbook 
as a daily scorecard at $1.

They’re beginning to call Ken 
Henderson the “Six-Million Dol­ 
lar Man."

H e n d e rso n ’s c a re e r alm ost 
ended last sum m er when he 
was involved in a collision at 
home plate 
with 
Cleveland’s 
Dave Duncan, resulting in a 
badly dam aged right knee. He 
was on the disabled list for 
most of the rem ainder of the 
season and finally underwent 
surgery last fall. 
The surgeon who perform ed 
(he operation said the knee was 
one of the worst he’d ever come 
across, and he recom m ended a 
new type of surgery, called a 
"pesplasty,” which called for 
the tendon in his right leg to be 
replaced by an artificial one. 
The operation was a success 


and after months of strenuous 
rehabilitation Henderson re­ 
turned to spring training feeling 
better than ever. He hit well 
during the spring and is off to 
the best start of his big league 
career. 
Last night he enjoyed his best 
game of the year as he collect­ 
ed a pair of homers and drove 
in six runs to spark the White 
Sox to an 11-7 victory over the

Henderson, 
who is batting .289 with IO 
homers and 37 runs batted in, 
had his best season in 1970 
when he hit .294 with 17 homers 
and 88 runs batted in for the 
San Francisco Giants.

But Bigger Bills 


As this is written, the county- 
wide property tax rate to be 
levied next fiscal year by the 
Marin County Board of Super­ 
visors stands at $2,455 per $100 
assessed valuation. There may 
be some further juggling, but 
the figure should wind up below 
the $2.60 rate levied last year. 
This will enable the supervi­ 
sors to preen themselves a bit 
• on cutting the tax rate. They 
: are unlikely to mention that 
appraisals have been increased 
an average of 12 per cent over 
last year, so that in dollars, the 
average property owner will 
pay considerably more taxes. 
The 
same is true in San 
Rafael, where the city council 
cut the tax rate by two cents. 
That two-cent cut won’t mean 
much to a homeowner whose 
property appraisal 
has 
been 
increased by 20 to 25 per cent. 
In the school districts, things 
are different. School boards 
cannot use the dodge of a small 
rate cut coupled writh increased 
valuation to get more money. 


THAT IS BECAUSE two sets 
of tax limits exist under the 
state’s “tax reform’’ that went 
into effect last year. 
Cities and counties are per­ 
mitted to levy a tax rate no 
higher than that in either 1971- 
72 or 1972-73. 
But they can 
increase spending as valuations 
increase. 
School districts are under a 
different control. They are lim­ 
ited in the amount per pupil 
they can spend. It can be no 
higher than it was year before 
last, plus an inflation factor. 
School districts can levy what­ 
ever tax rate is necessary to 
provide that much money. If 
they want more, they must go 
to the voters for approval. 
If it is logical (and we think it 
is) to lim it school district 
spending to so much per pupil, 
it would appear logical to limit 
spending by cities and counties 
to so much per capita. But 
there 
is 
no such limitation. 
Hence the legerdemain of “cut­ 
ting taxes” while actually in­ 
creasing them via reappraisal. 


TAXING PER CAPITA has 
increased rapidly in recent 
years at ail levels of govern­ 
ment. 
Figures just prepared by the 
highly reliable Tax Foundation 
show that average per capita 
taxes by state and local govern­ 
ments went up 69 per cent in 
the five years 1967 to 1972. 
That’s over 13 per cent per 
year, roughly double the rate of 
inflation in the same period. In 
'967, per capita state and local 
taxes 
nationw ide 
averaged 
$308; in 1972, $522. 


Fewer Deer 


A friend suggested we tell 
our readers about a new —to us 
— method of repelling deer 
from gardens. 
It consists of 
making a sachet of human hair 
in a nylon stocking and hanging 
it on the rose or other plant you 
want to save. 
This 
brought 
to mind the 
summer about five years ago 
when we fought the battle of 
the deer in our own garden. 
Among the things we tried 
were blood meal, two commer­ 
cial 
deer repellents (one of 
which was supposed to smell 
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The same tabulation shows 
that per capita taxes in Califor­ 
nia increased by exactly the 
same percentage — 69. But 
they were considerably above 
the national average. In 1967, 
the average Californian (with 
babies and retired people in­ 
cluded, of course, to hit the 
average) paid $406 in state and 
local taxes; in 1972, the amount 
was $687. 
This was the second highest 
per-capita state-local tax bur­ 
den in the 50 states, exceeded 
only by $789 per resident in 
New York (which also was 
highest in 1967 at $459). 


ADDED TO THESE totals, of 
course, 
must be the myraid 
taxes levied 
by the federal 
government — most of which 
are extracted from us by the 
“painless” methods of conceal­ 
ment in the price of something 
we buy or withholding from our 
pay checks. 
Another new Tax Foundation 
study shows that these taxes 
fall quite unevenly on residents 
in different parts of the nation. 
They fall heaviest, the study 
discloses, on those living in 
major metropolitan areas. And 
in second place am ong the 
most heavily taxed of these is 
the San 
Francisco-O akland 
metropolitan area, which in­ 
cludes 
Marin 
County. 
Tax 
Foundation’s figures show that 
federal 
taxes extracted here 
came to $1,364 per person in 
1972, exceeded only by $1,388 
per person in the New York 
City m etropolitan area. By 
com parison, nationwide the 
fed era l government’s tax bite 
came to $795 per person. 


TAXES, OF COURSE, are 
levied for just one purpose: to 
pay the costs of government 
and of the services it performs. 
As long as there is no restric­ 
tion on what local, state or 
federal 
go v e r n m e n t s 
can 
spend, there is no way to keep 
taxes from increasing. There 
are always plenty of appealing 
new programs begging to be 
funded. 


The only way to hold down 
taxes is to hold down govern­ 
mental spending. Hie only sure 
way to hold down spending is to 
put limitations in the constitu­ 
tion (state and federal). 


Remember that when you get 
your next property tax bill or 
income tax form. For that mat­ 
ter, remember it next time you 
drive into the service station 
for a “fill-up.” For every four 
gallons of gasoline that goes 
into your car’s tank, you pay 
for a fifth gallon in taxes.

Nixon Could Win Greater 
Credit By Attacking Inflation 


President Nixon is largely devoting this 
month of June to repairing his damaged 
political position at home by traveling to 
the Middle East, Western Europe, and 
the Soviet Union. 


We would like to suggest that he has a 
more politically promising and more 
urgent task. We have in mind the prob­ 
lem of the inflation which is by a wide 
margin his country’s most serious prob­ 
lem of the day. 


Foreign policy is not at the moment a 
serious or dangerous matter. The fighting 
has stopped in the Middle East. The 
United States is largely disengaged from 
Southeast Asia. 


Relations with Western Europe have 
been improved by the happy emergence 
of extremely able and friendly (to the 
U.S.) new leaders in France and Germa­ 
ny. Moscow’s eagerness to have Mr. 
Nixon carry out his long-planned visit, 
there is in itself evidence that the new 
balance of power which was allowed to’ 
come into operation by the U.S. reconcili­ 
ation with China is still in operation. 


TRUE, OF COURSE, this satisfactory 
state of foreign affairs could be upset at 
any moment by any one of a number of 
things. Yet the essential fact is that there 
is not at the moment any major crisis in 
world affairs. There is a detente not only 
between Moscow and Washington, but 
between all of the great capitals — with 
the single exception of the Moscow- 
Peking relationship. 
The world has enjoyed a generation of 
freedom from a major war. Korea and 
Y’ietnam were ugly wars, but secondary’, 
not major. And there seems a good 
chance that Mr. Nixon’s foreign policies 
will give the world a continuation of that 
relief for another generation. 
AU of this is so obvious and so much an 
accepted part of the shape of our affairs 
that Mr. Nixon is hardly likely to gain 
any great new credit for it. His success in 
this area is already largely discounted. It 
is doubtful that anything further he might 
do in foreign policy would rescue him 
from Watergate 
But suppose that he managed to check 


the inflation rate ana could bring the 
American economy back to an even keel? 


AMERICA’S ANXIETIES of today are 
not due to war or alarums of war. They 
are due largely, almost exclusively, to 
the state of the economy. 
An authority as eminent as the chair­ 
man of the Federal Reserve Board, 
Arthur F. Bums, says that “ inflation at 
anything like the present rate would 
threaten the very foundation of our socie­ 
ty.” Earlier this year the London Econo­ 
mist noted that no democracy has ever 
long survived “two-digit inflation.” 
The U.S. now is among the countries 
suffering from “two-digit inflation.” So 
too are others. France is at 12.2 per cent; 
Britain is at 15.2 and Italy at 16. And the 
Italian government has just fallen. Ger­ 
many is least badly off of the major 
industrial powers — at a rate of 7.2 per 
cent, which only proves that a western 
democracy can manage to keep its infla­ 
tion rate down in the single-digit bracket 
— if it is willing to do what is necessary. 
What is necessary is presumably a 
series of old-fashioned remedies such as 
a balanced budget, high interest rates, 
and undoubtedly some rise in unemploy­ 
ment. 
If it is possible to have full 
employment without inflation, no govern­ 
ment of importance has ever yet man­ 
aged to do it. 
But such old-fashioned remedies are 
politically unpopular, hence unavailable 
to a politician seeking reeiection — un­ 
less he be a political genius such as 
Winston Churchill who could call his 
country to sacrifice and austerity, and 
win their confidence by doing it. 


MR. NIXON is not running for re- 
election. He has nothing to lose. He is so 
far down that he has no place to go but 
up He could afford to do the unpopular 
things which he shunned while running 
for office. It could be his last chance to 
recoup his political position at home. 
If he could stop the inflation, or even 
bring it down to something like 4 per 
cent, we suspect that a majority of his 
grateful countrymen would be willing to 
have him finish out his second term.

Leaks From Judiciary Committee 
Helpful To President's Cause 


WASHINGTON - Chairman Peter W 
Rodino is sick at heart over the continu­ 
ing leaks that he believes are seriously 
jeopardizing the standing of the House 
Judiciary Committee. The discipline and 
coherence which Rodino sought to main­ 
tain at the outset of the inquiry into the 
impeachment of the president have been 
seriously eroded. 
The news leaks are manna from heav­ 
en for the White House. Presidential 
counsellor Dean Burch went on television 
the other evening to say that the inability 
of the committee to keep documents and 
confidential tapes secret is proof of the 
committee’s unreliability. 
The irony is that most of the leaking, 
according to committee sources, comes 
from three Democratic members who are 
hottest for impeachment. They do not 
seem to realize that their response to the 
pressure from newsmen is putting the 
chance of an impeachment resolution in 
serious jeopardy. 
The odds have been against impeach­ 
ment from the start. That is the view of a 
staff director who has tried to keep a 
detached point of view in all the turmoil 
surrounding the work of the committee. 
And they are against impeachment today 
in this carefully calculated view.

Here was impeachment 
politics designed to win over those who 
would stand by the president in the 
impeachment crunch. 


TO THE TROUBLES of the committee, 
add the Nixon television spectacular in 
the Middle East. He is on screen every 
night playing Mr. President on the news 
shows to cheering thousands. Against an 
exotic setting he promises peace and 
progress. 
Seen by anywhere from 30 million to 40 
million viewers, it takes no in-depth 
psychologist to see what coloration this 
lends to the president’s authority. 
The president, after a brief interval in 
Washington, will go to the Soviet Union. 
At 
least a week more of television 
coverage will come out of that visit with 
Mr. President again carrying out his 
mission for peace in the world. 
The contrast on screen with the House 
Judiciary Committee is daunting. Thirty- 
eight good men and women, they appear 
as uncertain stragglers divided in their 
views. 
This may all be resolved when the 
hearings go public and the mass of 
material accumulated to date is given 
out. That will put an end to the leaks. But 
a great deal of damage has already been 
done and, in arriving at the final score in 
the House of Representatives, it cannot 
be discounted.

Side Effect Of Aspirin May 
Help Prevent Heart Attacks 


A very common side effect of aspirin may 
prevent heart attacks. We know that after 
taking aspirin, many people develop bleeding 
under the skin or in the stomach. Additional 
research has shown that aspirin inhibits blood 
platelets from collecting or sticking together 
for several days after taking a single daily 
dose (5 grains or 300 mg.). This, in turn, 
prevents blood from clotting and encourages 
bleeding. 
How could this help the heart? In heart 
attacks, the No. I cause of 
death, there is a narrowing and 
hardening of the coronary ar­ 
teries which, in turn, limits the 
nourishment to the heart mus­ 
cle. 


A CLOT or thrombus in the 
artery obstructs the flow of 
blood leading to the chest pain 
that is characteristic of a heart 
attack. Will aspirin prevent clot 
formation? If it does, it could 
lessen the chance of developing 
coronary thrombosis (myocar­ 
dial infarction) and death from 
this cause. 
Researchers are working on 
this theory and. not long ago, 
the British Medical Journal had 
an editorial and two articles on 
the subject. The editorial re­ 
ferred to a 1951 report by Dr 
Stanley Cobb who conducted 
autopsies on 191 victims of 
rheumatoid arthritis.

The second report concerned 
the use of aspirin among 1,239 
men who had recovered from a 
recent heart attack By the end 
of the year, the death rate 
among the regular aspirin 
users was 25 per cent lower 
than among the control group. 


Anticoagulants that really 
prevent blood clotting (heparin 
and dicumarol) gave inconclu­ 
sive results. Until further re­ 
search is done, let’s wait and 
see whether daily aspirin usage 
protects the heart.

But that was the story of 
McCarthy and Brown. The tor­ 
toise and the hare, some said 
after watching 
McCarthy all 
but seal his hold on the legisla­ 
ture's m ost powerful post last 
week. 
The scene now has been set 
for the 80-seat house to elect 
McCarthy as Bob M oretti’s suc­ 
cessor Thursday when Moretti, 
feeling ill at ease as a lame- 
duck, steps down.

Weather 
Aids Grape 
Production 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Near 
ideal weather throughout the 
growing and harvesting periods 
helped California grape grow­ 
ers produce a near record crop 
of 3.91 million tons, agriculture 
officials reported yesterday. 


The 1973 production, second 
only to the huge 1965 crop of 
3.97 million tons, included table, 
wine and raisin grapes and was 
valued at 1609 million 
Despite its not breaking the 
all-time 1965 record, the latest 
crop was still 1.6 million tons 
larger than 1972 production, ac­ 
cording to the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Serv­ 
ice. 
“ Mother Nature was very co­ 
operative with the grape grow­ 
ers in 1973," the crop service 
said. “ A cold, wet dormant 
period followed by only very 
light spring frosts; excellent 
bloom weather; and a fine 
growing season, resulted in an 
exceptional heavy set and pro­ 
duction,” it said 
Production among wine vari­ 
eties set a new record high of 
1.02 million tons, 247,000 tons 
greater than the next highest 
year, 1969 
Table wine production in 1973 
was 537,000 tons, compared to 
274,000 in 1972 and raisin types 
totaled 2.35 million tons, com­ 
pared to 1.26 million tons the 
previous years 
, I 
“ Good production coupled 
with good prices for grapes 
contributed to a banner year," 
the corp service said 
"Returns to growers varied 
from about the same as in 1972 
to as much as $50 per ton 
greater depending on the varie­ 
ty and area grown. ' it added

“ Lord, send a revival.” 
That prayer, in one form or 
another, has been on the lips of 
religious people since the psal­ 
mist lifted his voice to cry out, 
“ Wilt thou not revive us again: 
that thy people may rejoice in 
thee?” 


In America, revivalism start­ 
ed as early as the 1740s with 
what has been called the Great 
Awakening, touched off by the 
teaching of an itinerant English 
preacher George Whitefield. 
Whitefield was considered a 
dramatic preacher who knew 
how to hold a congregation by 
vividly depicting what waited 


for them in Hell, acting out the 
parts of God as well as that of a 
damned soul, bringing his con­ 
gregation to the verge of hys­ 
teria. 
R ev iv alism follow ed the 
growth of the country and there 
were successive waves of reviv­ 
alism as the frontier spread — 
so many, in fact, that in some 
areas religious enthusiasm be­ 
came religious exhaustion and 
the areas became known as 
“ burnt out districts.” 
In some parts of the country, 
however, revivalism becam e 
semi-institutionalized, a part of 
the on going religious experi­ 
ence of the people. 
One of those areas is Appala­ 
chia, where in towns like Goose 


Gap, Pigeon Force and Muck- 
town revivalists like the Rev. 
Pappy Gube Beaver, Elzie 
Preast and Joe Turner still 
pitch their tents and exhort 
their congregations that judg­ 
ment is coming. 
Contemporary revivalism in 
the Applachian area has been 
documented in one of the most 
fascinating and potentially im­ 
portant pieces of religious so­ 
cial history in some time — 
Eleanor Dickinson and Barbara 
Benziger’s “ Revival!” (Harper 
& Row). 
But “Revival!” is much more 
than social history; it is a work 
of art and it was as a work of 
art that the book had its ori­ 
gins. Eleanor Dickinson began 


the revival project about seven 
years ago when she visited a 
tent revival near Knoxville, 
Tenn. 
“ The total engagement and 
highly charged passion of this 
revival meeting,” according to 
Walter Hopps of the Smithsoni­ 
an National Collection of Fine 
Arts, “was of such an impact to 
compel her, step by step, to 
absorb every aspect she possi­ 
bly could of the phenomenon.” 
The absorption includes not 
only the figure drawings her 
reputation is built on, but some 
200 hours of tape recordings, 
numerous photographs and an 
impressive collection of revival 
artifacts —handbills, signs, 
hymnals, fans and any other 


kind of transportable object 
connected with the revival ex­ 
perience. 
First presented as a multime­ 
dia exhibit at W ashington, 
D.C.’s Corcoran Gallery of Art, 
the exhibit has since toured 
much of the country. 
The exhibit was organized 
much as a revival tent would 
be, with wooden chairs, a lec­ 
tern with an open Bible, and 
such sings as “God is My Co- 
Pilot” and “Christ is the An­ 
swer. ” 
“From a speaker system the 
authentic sounds of a revival 
m eeting filled the g allery ,” 
Barbara Benziger wrote in her 
text 
that accom panies the 
drawings and photographs in 


the book. And, she noted, the 
crowds were always mixed: 
“Some came to look at the art 
work and others to worship. ” 
Dickinson, in a note in Hopps’ 
introduction to the book, notes 
that while Pentacostal religion 
“ is steadily growing in the 
United States, every year there 
are fewer of the small revival 
tents. Many of the phenomena 
depicted may become extinct, 
as they are now remote. ” 
If that should be the case, 
Dickinson and Benziger deserve 
the gratitude of anyone inter­ 
ested in American religion for 
not only making this remote 
phenomenon available, but in 
giving it an integrity that lifts 
the project to the realm of art.

Meet John Hoefer, 
Not The Ordinary 
Advertising Man

In his 35 years in the advertising 
profession, John H. Hoefer has seen a lot 
of changes, not all of which he approves. 
The 59-year-old dean of San Francisco 
advertising executives, a Belvedere resi­ 
dent. says that advertising, like most 
other activities, has passed through suc­ 
cessive schools of thought and emphasis. 
“ When I first got started, advertising 
was prepared, by and large, on the basis 
of dram atizing the consum er benefit the 
product or service allegedly contained, ” 
he says. “ The idea was to persuade some 
one to buy or do something for his or her 
own personal benefit. The great copywri­ 
ters would say: ‘Put the benefit in the 
headline.' ’’ 


THAT OLD ADAGE, as far as Hoefer 
is concerned, is still a sound idea 
B ut," he adds, “ I think the trade has 
gotten away from it. Now the stress is on 
attention-getting gim m ickry that stray 
away from the old fundam entals.” 
Of his own company. Hoefer, Dieterich 
& Brown Inc., he says: “ We are inclined 


best people in the country" in its offices 
because of the attractive living conditions 
and clim ate of the Bay Area. 


“ALSO,” HE ADDS, “we have been 
willing to overspend at times in order to 
attract the very best creative people in 
the industry.” 


Hoefer, Dieterich & Brown makes use 
of all the media, says Hoefer. “ We aren ’t 
prejudiced in favor of any one. Each does 
the job in a different w ay.” 


One thing that the agency does shy 
away from is the political campaign. 
“ We have had only one political experi­ 
ence in our 30 years. Hoefer relates. 
"While that came to a satisfactory con­ 
clusion. we found that it resulted in our 
taking sides. 
,\nd our own staff was 
divided. So we dropped that kind of thing. 


"BESIDES. WE don’t like to become 
involved in short-lived relatio n sh ip s. 
Good advertising is a very challenging 
proposition, involving lots of hard work 
and lots of team work. We like to see it

THIS STICKING with the more tradi­ 
tional values and approaches in advertis­ 
ing has proven rem arkably successful for 
Hoefer, Dieterich & Brown, which has 
flourished and grown to the point where 
it can now claim to be “the second 
largest San Francisco-based agency.” 
“ And we have done it without resorting 
to outlandish devices as attention-get- 
ters," says the agency's founder and 
chairm an of the board. 
His views of what advertising should be 
and should do are not the only things that 
set John Hoefer apart from the eastern 
stereotype of the senior advertising exec­ 
utive. 
He doesn t even own a flannel suit. And 
there is nothing of the smooth talker, the 
cliche user or the flamboyant phrase 
m aker in his conversation. Nor does he 
hesitate to speak his mind. 


HOW DOES HE feel about television 
com m ercials generally? 
“ I’m not im pressed by very many of 
them ,” he answers candidly. In addition 
to the gim m ickry, he is upset by indica­ 
tions that too many of the creators have 
failed to devote the required amount of 
time and thought to their brainchildren. 
“ They haven't come up with meaning­ 
ful m arketing objectives,” he says flatly. 
They have lost sight, too, he feels, of 
another consideration that has contribut­ 
ed mightily to the success of Hoefer, 
Dieterich & Brown — people and their 
human values. 


STILL. HOEFER adm its, it has not 
been an easy road for an agency head­ 
quartered in the West and competing in a 
field that traditionally has had its head­ 
quarters in New York City. 
“ Many northern California advertisers 
had been moving their accounts to New 
York, and to Los Angeles, where the 
reputations of the huge multi-branch 
agencies have draw n a considerable 
amount of business,” he notes. 
Still, 
bucking that trend, Hoefer, Dieterich & 
Brown has succeeded in attracting new 
and large accounts from across the 
country. 


WITH TODAY’S plane schedules and 
communications networks, he adds, “it is 
almost as easy for us to serve a client in 
Detroit or Vancouver as a client in San 
Jo se.” 


"A nd,” he continues, “we can offer our 
clients the advantage of dealing directly 
with agency principals, rather than going 
through 
branch office managers. 
We 
don’t have to clear our projects through 
New York." 
One big advantage of the West Coast 
location, Hoefer notes, is that the agency 
is able to attract and retain “some of the 


pay off over a period of time, not in one 
short burst on election day." 
Reinforcing his rejeciton of political 
advertising accounts. Hoefer adds, are 
the recent revelations of W atergate and 
related incidents. They offend Hoefer's 
strong sense of integrity. And describing 
him self as "a disillusioned Republican," 
he ad d s:“ Right 
now I ’m pretty cold 
toward all politicians.” 
But even the controversial celebrity 
endorsement can be done with taste and 
honesty, Hoefer asserts. “The public is 
sm art enough to recognize baloney when 
it is served up to them , and a lot of 
testimonial advertising is nonsense. But 
if if is done in an honest way by opinion 
m akers, the public will believe them and 
consider their ideas. ” 
Hoefer’s own varied background and 
wealth of advertising experience is no 
sm all factor rn his agency’s success 
story. 
Bom in St. Goud, Minn., Hoefer w-as 
the oldest son of a Northern Pacific 
Railroad superintendent. His father s ca­ 
reer took him 
throughout 
Minnesota, 
Montana and Washington, before settling 
in San Francisco where John entered 
Mission High School. 


WHEN IT CAME tim e to enter college, 
it took a Naval Reserve Officers Training 
Corps scholarship and a score of odd jobs 
to give him the means to pay for classes 
at the University of California in Berke­ 
ley. Business m anager for his fraternity, 
Theda Delta Chi; advertising m anager 
for the school newspaper, and campus 
representative for Sutliff Tobacco Co., he 
also waited tables, in addition to carrying 
a full class load. 
In addition to his numerous jobs, he 
discovered a new interest to crowd into 
his busy schedule — the famous Cal 
rowing crew. A total novice to the sport 
when he entered U.C., he recalls how 
coach Ky Ebright “ recruited" him. 
“ It was my freshm an year and all the 
new students were lined up along the 
gym w all w aiting to sign for th eir 
classes,” he mused.

College Of Marin's Newest Department 
Promotes A Sharing O f Ethnic Cultures

The some 25,000 m em bers of minority 
groups living in Marin County must often 
feel like a small ship adrift on a large 
sea, residing as they do in a 205,000-plus 
population that is predominantly white 
and upper and upper-middle class. 
The College of M arin’s newest depart­ 
ment, the Ethnic Studies Departm ent, 
has been attem pting to make M ann s 
m inonties both more visible and more 
valuable, through education and the shar­ 
ing of different cultures. 
Although the college’s minority enroll­ 
ment makes up only 7 per cent of the 
student body, the formation of ethnic 
studies as a separate departm ent is 
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regarded as a m ajor accomplishment by 
those in the adm inistration, faculty and 
student body who have pressed for such 
recognition from the board of trustees 
and the community. 


THE FIRST ETHNIC studies courses 
were initiated at Kentfield in 1968-69, and 
since that time the college has offered 
instruction in La Raza, Black American, 
Native American and Asian American 
courses. Such courses, however, were 
scattered among various departm ents. 
And some instructors felt this lack of the 
organization and continuity required of a 
special discipline minimized the impact. 
The board approved the departm ent in 
May, 1973, after being convinced that 
ethnic studies were, indeed, a vital part 
of today’s education, and that the depart­ 
ment could be set up at no additional cost 
to the college district. 
In a short time it has organized and 
grown to the point where it can no longer 
be considered the college’s “infant" de­ 
partm ent. Today, its mem bers say proud­ 
ly, it stands on its own feet. 


THE DEPARTM ENTS philosophy now 
goes beyond an inter-disciplinary exam i­ 
nation of the special contributions of 
ethnic minority peoples to the cultural 
and historical development of the U.S. 
The years of th e ,“ethnic studies fad" 
are over, according to departm ent chair­ 
man Bill Tusji. 
“ We want to establish our classes 
academ ically, to get students to take 


ethnic courses because they are stim ulat­ 
ing and interesting, and not to rely in 
making their choices on which minority 
is the current fad," stated Tsuji. 
Tsuji, a Japanese-Am erican, cam e to 
College of Marin last fall to head the 
departm ent, 
after teaching at Fresno 
State University. He was raised in Cali­ 
fornia and received his m aster s degree 
in history from Los Angeles State Univer­ 
sity. 


THE COLLEGE of Marin departm ent 
currently offers 13 courses in four minori­ 
ty fields: La Raza, Black, Asian, and 
N ative American 
Student minority m em bers have organ­ 
ized student clubs on cam pus and these 
clubs work closely with the departm ent. 
In addition to the classes and clubs, the 
College’s community services division 
has a Marin Q ty Outreach program and 
a bi lingual coordinator. These program s, 
although separate from the ethnic studies 
departm ent, also are efforts to bring 
College of Mann to the black and the 
Spanish-speaking communities, and vice 
versa. 
Many of these classes, clubs and pro­ 
g ra m s w ere in effect before ethnic 
studies were departm entalized, but mi­ 
nority instructors and students argued 
that a departm ent was a necessity to 
more firmly establish studies. 
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TSUJI HAS BEEN conducting his own 
survey during the past year to determ ine

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Father Alfred's Mire 


“I’m convinced that yon can never go wrong by feeding a 
man when he’s hungry,” says Fr. Alfred Boeddeker, whose 
St. Anthony’s Dining Room has served nearly ll million 
free meals, and whose work programs have helped many 
troubled people to regain a sense of worth and dignity.

While sleek cattle line up to feed on a 
farm six miles west of Petaluma, another 
line forms outside an eating place on 
Jones Street in San Francisco’s Tender­ 
loin. 


The line in the city isn’t so sleek — it’s 
made up of pensioners, cripples, winos 
and down and-outers in general who 
stand, waiting patiently for a free hot 
meal. 


Both are part of Fr. Alfred Boeddeker’s 
far-flung charitable enterprise, St. Antho­ 
ny’s Inc. 
Father Alfred, as thousands of poor 
people know him, sits behind his desk in 
an aging building around the block from 
St. 
Anthony’s dining room, the wall 
behind him decorated with a framed 
letter from Pope Paul VI and a motto 
which states. ‘‘Visualize — Organize — 
Deputize — Supervise,” with “CHARI­ 
TY” written underneath in large capitals. 
“ I’m convinced that you can never go 
wrong by feeding a man when he’s 
hungry, ’ the 70-year-old Franciscan 
padre says. 


FATHER ALFRED'S business is based 
on feeding hungry people, and over the 
years he’s kept records carefully enough 
to predict his ll millionth free meal will 
be served sometime this October. 
The people who come to St. Anthony’s 
do so out of necessity. They are served 
without question and without charge, and 
there is no prerequisite sermon before 
dinner 
It costs a lot of money to feed balanced 
meals to 1,800 persons a day six days a 
week —about $12,000 a month. The need­ 
ed cash comes mostly through contribu­ 


tions from individuals, many of whom 
are repaying St. Anthony’s for help they 
themselves got at a time when they 
couldn’t pay for it. 


AROUND THE Bay Area, Father 
Alfred’! enterprise is called “the Miracle 
of Jones Street” because there is always 
enough food for all who ask. 
A look through the dining room, the 
administrative offices and the well-kept 
farms in Northern Marin and Southers 
Sonoma is enough to indicate that some 
kind of organizational genius is behind it 
all. 
Father Alfred was born in San Francis­ 
co in 1903 and became a priest after 
studying in the United States and in 
Rome. He spent 15 years teaching in 
Santa Barbara and, in the late 1940s, was 
chosen by his order to build a university 
in Hankow, Olina. 


TO PREPARE for the assignment, he 
recalls today, he spent several years 
learning the languages of China and 
Japan. Then Mao Tse-Tung came to 
power and it became evident the univer­ 
sity would have to wait for a more 
favorable political climate. 


So Father Alfred ended up at St. 
Boniface's, a San Francisco parish just 
up the street from the present dining 
room 
“When I got to St. Boniface there’d be 
people coming to the door every day 
asking for food,” he remembers. "I’d 
give them a ticket to go get something to 
eat at a cafeteria and then I’d pay for it 
at the end of the month. 


“I DIDN’T BELIEVE I was accom­ 
plishing much for them and so I thought 
about a way to do something more — to 
encourage them.” 
When the building on Jones Street 
became vacant, Father Alfred got big 
ideas — two of them. 
“ It sort of just came to me — this 
would make a good place for these people 
to eat, even though my first thought had 
been to use it as a parking garage for 
people coming to church,’’ he said. 
“So we set up the dining room. We 
didn’t know what to call it at first. It 
wasn't a restaurant because you didn’t 
have to pay, and we didn't want to call it 
a soup kitchen because we wanted it to 
have dignity. So we called it a (lining 
room, and we named it after St. Anthony 
because he's helpful in finding things.” 


FOUR HUNDRED people ate at St. 
Anthony's thatafirst day in 1950, and the 
daily average attendance soon climbed to 
1,500, where it remained for many years. 
Now it is about 1,900. 
The donations which keep the dining 
room open aren’t all cash. Fanners and 
grocers often pitch in with a few cases of 
vegetables or canned goods. 
Each year at Christmas there s a 
traditional dinner, with turkey and ail 
that usually goes with it. No one has ever 
been turned away. 
After the dining room began. Father 
Alfred found a small farm for sale near 
Cotati, and he bought it with the idea of 
raising food for his tables. 


THE ORIGINAL farm was only IO 
acres in size, and the priest found out 
almost immediately that more land was 
needed. So he bought and leased more in 
Northern Marin and in Sonoma County, 
and today most of the land is used to 
raise forage for the cattle and other 
stock 
While the farms help feed the hungry 
men and women in San Francisco, 
they’ve taken on another purpose. 
“ We’ve found that the best product 
from the farms is the men we send to 
work there,” Father Alfred Says. 


OVER THE YEARS, about 6,000 of 
them have left the city to work in the 
barns and fields. They keep the farms 
going, and usually, find ways to end their 
own hard luck streaks as well. 
The farms are a retreat for the men, 
most of whom ended up in the streets and 
dingy flophouses of the city because of 
some seemingly unsolvable personal 
problem. 
“ It hurts me when people say they’re 
all a bunch of winos and derelicts — this 
is a terrible libel.” Father Alfred says. 
“There are more winos sleeping at home 
nights than there are on Skid Row.” 


THE MEN WHO go to the farm some- 
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FR. ALFRED BOEDDEKER enjoys the chore of feeding one of the calves in the bam of one of the several 
farms in Southern Sonoma and Northern Morin counties that his St. Anthony'* Inc. operates in conjunction 
with its charitable programs.

how benefit from the sun, air and hard 
work. 
Father Alfred points out with a certain 
amount of satisfaction that there are no 
social workers, psychiatrists or counse­ 
lors at the farms. 
“Those people, no doubt, are good,’’ he 
says, “but our method is different. When 
we started the farm we didn’t want the 
men to feel that people were working on 
them — we let them do it themselves. 
“We give them a good, clean home- 
style existence, good farm meals and 
hard work. 


“ALL OF A sudden they feel, ‘Good 
God, maybe I’m still worth something. ’ ” 
The men at the farms are allowed to 
stay as long as they like, and Father 
Alfred later receives letters from many 
who tell him they’re back on their feet 
again. 
The biggest continuing problem with 
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the dining room is obtaining enough meat 
— the object is to serve balanced meals. 
“A lot of the people we feed nowadays 
are pensioners. They live on Social Secur­ 
ity and the money doesn’t always last 
until the end of the month for them .” 


FATHER ALFRED believes that the 
growing numbers of indigent elderly are 
“a whole new breed — a new class of 
poor in America.” 
“Their problem is that they can hardly 
make it on the money they have. During 
the time last year when the meat prices 
went so high, the dining room served 
2,000 people a day. The farms help a little 
on the meat problem, but just think how 


en, most of them elderly, pay $20 to $30 a 
month for a room. There’s a home for 
dining room workers also, and a free 
medical clinic and a center for foreign 
students. 
Father Alfred has kept his hand firm in 
administering his growing organization. 
Of all the money St. Anthony’s spends, 
only IO to 15 per cent winds up paying for 
salaries and administrative costs, some­ 
thing of a record low among charitable 
organizations 
There are, on the average, two paid 
positions rn each of the operations 
MOST OF THE real work, Father 
Alfred insists, is done by the people St. 
Anthony’s is in business to help. 
“They come here with their problems 
and we put them to work. They sweat it 
out and think it out, and some even learn 
new trades The work is part of what 
makes these people realize their worth — 
I wouldn’t send a man out to cut weeds if 
he were capable of m ore.” 
When he reflects on the growth of St. 
Anthony’s, Father Alfred somehow man­ 
ages to deemphasize his own role. 


HE ATTRIBUTES the enterprise’s suc­ 
cess to the fact that “we have no 
gimmicks’’ and to his belief that “there s 
a tremendous amount of basic goodness 
in people’s hearts.” 
“I’m just a middleman,” be says, “a 
distributor of other people’s goodness. ” 
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much you need to feed 1,800 or 2,000 
people. So we have to scrounge.” 


When Father Alfred goes scrounging, 
he does it on a massive scale. 
He calls friends and food suppliers all 
over the state and launches appeals via 
newspapers and television. 


THE SPRY PRIEST, standing before a 
camera, reveals himself as a man of 
more than a few talents. 
On one recent 30-second broadcast, he 
adopts a serious visage, stares into the 
lens intently and announces, “If you’re 
hungry come to St. Anthony’s Dining 
Room 
and we ll give you a good 
meal. . .” 
Then, changing his expression to one 
halfway between con man and altar boy, 
he concludes, “And if you don’t need a 
meal maybe you’ll care to donate some­ 
thing.” The inflection makes the state­ 
ment partly a request, but partly an 
order, too. It seems to work, at any rate. 


IN RECENT YEARS, St. Anthony’s has 
opened an employment agency for ts 
luckless patrons, as well as the Madonna 
Home, a residence where about 80 wom-

how ethnic studies are being handled in 
other community colleges. 


“I found that in those schools which 
have a department, division, or some 
type of formal coordination, the classes 
are doing well. In the schools that don’t, 
the courses are doing relatively poorly,” 
said Tsuji, relaxing in the department 
office. 


Tsuji’s office, located in the Industrial 
Arts Building, is the campus center for 
ethnic studies. Posters depicting all dif­ 
ferent races are on the walls. Notes and 
memos to people who will be coming in 
at some time during the day are posted 
or lying on the desks. But a few serene 
prints of the sunset, woods, and water 
hanging on the wall of the office create a 
calming effect. This touch provides a 
balance to the commotion of the tele­ 
phones and the stream of people bursting 
in and out of the door. 


TSUJI SEES HIS office environment as 
underscoring the need for ethnic studies 
departmentalization. One of the major 
arguments for the department proposal 
was that there was no central location on 
campus for those interested in minority 
peoples to meet. And no way for the 
ethnic studies instructors, the majority of 
whom work part-time, to locate each 
other quickly; nothing to tie an instructor 
of black studies to an instructor of La 
Raza studies. 


“Basically, what we’ve needed and 
wanted was better organization, instead 
of having courses and instructors scat­ 
tered about under different d ep art­ 
ments.” stated Bill Edwards, an instruc­ 
to r 
in 
black 
stu d ie s. 
W hether 
organization was the cause, no one can 
prove, but ethnic studies instructors 
agree the personalities of the classes 
have changed tremendously since the 
early days in 1968. 
When the Perspectives of Black Wom­ 
anhood, Ethnic Studies 32 course, taught 
by Martha Ayers, began last fall there 
were only three white students in the 
class. This past semester, however, Mrs 
Ayers said “the ratio is much closer. And 
most students in the class are interested 
and committed to it." 


EDWARDS HAS ALSO found that the 
racial distribution of his students has 
changed considerably. 
“In the beginning, there was more 
participation and intense interest on the 
part of black students.” he recalled 
‘‘Now I have more white students enroll­ 
ing, but the intense interest has dissipat­ 
ed The tempo of the times has shifted a 
bit and this has been reflected in the 
classes.” 
Jim St. Martin, who teaches Native 
American Heritage, Art and Current 
.Affairs, feels that many white students' 
and teachers’ information about Ameri­ 
can Indians come from western movies 
He laughed. “ You could put what they

know into a coffee cup and still have 
room for coffee.” 


HOWEVER, HE feels this intellectual 
ignorance has a lot to do with the 
popularity of his classes, in which the 
majority of students are white. 
“Native American Heritage, which is a 
survey course, is designed to help stu­ 
dents to understand Indian culture and 
different attitudes,” said St. Martin, who 
is from the Northern Paiute Tribe. “I try 
to get students to see current situations 
in the U S. with an historical and cultural 
perspective.” 
Lydia Benavides San Filippo feels that 
one of the best things about the College’s 
Ethnic Studies Department is that it 
offers students a social, historical and 
anthropological perspective of ethnic peo­ 
ple from ethnic people. Miss Benavides 
San Filippo teaches La Raza Women, 
Ethnic Studies 31 course, and has strong 
feelings about what her classes should be 
accomplishing. 


“AS FAR AS MY classes here are 
concerned, I think ifs a question of 
letting people know and share our 
‘brownness,’ which is our philosophy, our 
values and our way of thinking.” she 
stated. 
The term La Raza. directly translated, 
means “the race,” but. as used in the 
U.S., has come to mean “the brown 
race.” 
Mary Estrada, a student of Miss Be­ 
navides San Filippo, also has strong 
views of what the department should be 
doing. Classes, she said, should be geared 
towards whites who don’t know about 
minorities, not towards the minorities. 
“We’re trying to reach the community 
and educate people to be aware of us, to 
know us. We don’t want to indoctrinate 
them into thinking like us — just to know 
us.” 


ANTONIO MEDRANO is one of the few 
ethnic teachers who has been around 
since the concept of ethnic courses began 
at the college. 
“ I started teaching two classes of La 
Raza studies to the Chicano inmates at 
San Quentin Prison under the adult 
education program,” he recalled. “When 
I finished up there I was asked to teach 
La Raza for the experimental studies 
program here. When that went over well, 
I was asked to teach in the regular credit 
program, but I was the lone Chicano for 
a long, long tim e.” 
There are now three Chicano instruc­ 
tors in the Ethnic Studies Department. 
Medrano feels the department has giv­ 
en a feeling of “community closeness and 
ethnic identity” to those involved. The 
nursing program on campus has ethnic 
studies on their suggested electives list 


and Medrano hopes this will set a prece­ 
dent and help establish ethnic studies as 
a general graduation requirement. 


“UNLESS YOU ARE going to stay in 
whiter than thou’ Marin County for the 
rest of your life, you are going to run into 
minorities,” he stated. 
Medrano, the son of a California farm 
worker, feels fostering understanding of 
the differences in cultures is one of the 
keys to the department’s success. 
According to the department’s faculty, 
the ethnic students were a powerful force 
in creating the department. Miss Benav­ 
ides San Filippo feels that “student 
participation and negotiation was what 
created the department.” 
Student input in still heavy, but faculty 
members smile proudly when they recall 
the board of trustees meeting room 
packed with ethnic students attempting 
to get various courses started. 


THE NATIVE NATIONS organization 
spent most of last year pushing the three 
courses now taught by St. Martin. Ac­ 
cording to Kevin Foley, a Powhatan who 
heads the organization, St. Martin is “the 
first Indian instructor to teach an Indian 
course that is relevant to Indians.” 
Besides cooperating with the Ethnic 
Studies D epartm ent, Native Nations 
works with groups on and off campus 
which deal in matters concerning Indi­ 
ans 
Their membership, according to 
Foley, includes people of different races 
and all ages, “from 12 to 60 years old.” 
Members speak at high schools, encour­ 
aging young minorities to attend the 
College, and present cultural events for 
the college community. The month of 
May was a busy month with its OO-NA-LI 
(Society of Friends) Festival. This cultur 
a1 festival, included Indian art, food, 
crafts, dancers and guest speakers. 


THE LA RAZA CLUB, which began in 
1972 with seven members, now has a 
membership of 60. 
“ I suppose our philosophy,” said stu­ 
dent organizer Susana Andrews, ‘is to 
share our culture, our feelings, our love 
for our people and land, and to share 
through a peaceful and meaningful way.” 
Marcos Estebez, another La Raza 
member, feels many white students on 
cam pus feel “ excluded from ethnic 
groups because of a fear.” 
“Since they don't really know about us. 
we scare them,” he explained. The club 
hopes to counteract this through classes, 
events and festivals. 
The La Raza club has staged a spring 
festival in celebration of the Latin Ameri­ 
ca's Cinco de Mayo. The festival took 
place during the last of April and early 
May and included films, art. food, music, 
theater and guest speakers. 


“SOME PEOPLE don’t even realize 
that there really are people in Marin 
County who have a language handicap,” 
explained Estebez. “ We’re trying to 
bridge the gap and make Marin County 
aware of the minority peoples living 
here.” 


The Black Students Association has 
been around longer than any other minor­ 
ity club and has a definite goal — black 
unity and black awareness —, according 
to association leader Derethia Duval 
BSA works closely with the Ethnic 
Studies Department in planning curricu­ 
lum and counseling new black students. 
Their major concern, said Mrs. Duval, is 
to help black people at College of Marin 
to become aware of the opportunities that 
are available to them on campus. 


While the ethnic student organizations 
are active in obtaining the classes, the 
enrollment bulk must come from the 
white population — if the classes are to 
be successful. 


DAVID POINDEXTER, a white stu­ 
dent in black studies, admits he first 
enrolled in the course because he “need­ 
ed the credits.” After four months, how­ 
ever, he was one of Bill Edwards’ most 
enthusiastic students 
“ I get high on this class. Some of the 
questions he (Edwards) raises just keep 
going round and round in my head. He 
makes you realize that there are no easy 
answers,” he exclaimed. 
Effelda Teal, one of Edwards’ black 
students, came to College of Marin from 
North Texas University just to take black 
studies. 
“ At North Texas they only offered one 
African studies course,” she said. Miss 
Teal is currently taking all of the black 
studies courses offered at Marin and 
intends to teach other black students in a 
non-credit experimental class program 
when she returns to Texas. 


ONE SAMOAN nursing student, Solo 
Fua Aliipuie, enrolled in Introduction to 
Ethnic Studies, Ethnic Studies I, termed 
the course “invaluable” because “in 
nursing you have to know the customs of 
different races — you work with all 
ethnics.” 
Maria Cristina, a student from Colom­ 
bia, has a special reason for taking 
ethnic studies. 
“ I felt the best way to know America 
was to learn about the different groups 
and problems,” she explained. “Since I 
knew my people in Columbia, I thought I 
knew all the people in Latin America. I 
found out that I didn t.” 
And she learned even more. “ In my 
high school in Columbia,” she recalled, 
“ I was told the beauties of the U.S., but 
not about the problems.” 


And so it is the students — black, 
brown, red and white — who re-enforce 
the dep artm en t’s belief that ethnic 
.studies is a valuable necessity. Depart­ 
ment members feel there is still much to 
be done.

placed a piece of tape on the wall about 
six feet from the ground. If you were 
taller than the tape, he would nun up and 
ask you if you wanted to be on the team 
It was that simple. " 


SIM PLE, 
BUT successful. 
Coach 
Ebright had taken three teams to the 
Olympics. 
The sport took Hoefer to meets on both 
the West Coast and the East Coast and it 
was during these trips that he formed a 
lasting relationship with Jim Dieterich 
who was later to join him in the founding 
of Hoefer. Dieterich & Brown. 
He w’as graduated from the university 
in 1938 with a bachelor of arts degree in 
naval science and political science, and 
was commissioned an ensign in the Naval 
Reserve. 
Prompted by his jobs with the Sutliff 
Tobacco Co. and the school newspaper 
"ad” department, he decided to enter the 
Stanford Graduate School of Business 
Administration to continue his studies in 
advertising 


STILL PLAGUED by a lack of funds, it 
was a crew meet in New York City- 
earlier in the year that gave him a 
chance to pick up the extra money he 
needed for Stanford. 
“ With all the bold innocence of a 
college senior. I just walked into the 
McCann-Erickson offices and asked H. K. 
McCann for a job,” he recalled, smiling. 
“ The agency was one of the largest in the 
country and yet he personally took the 
t'me to talk to me, and offered me a part­ 
time job in his San Francisco office while 
I attended graduate school." 
John met his wife, Kay. when she was 
a freshman and he was a senior at Cal. 
Five years younger than Hoefer. she was 
singing with a college dance band when 
he met her. That meeting he recalls 
succinctly, “ She was a beautiful person 
then and still is today. I wanted to marc­ 
her after the first night I saw her.” 
A man of his word, he married Ray in 
his second year at Stanford. 1939 


IN 1940. HIS RESERVE unit was mobi­ 
lized and sent to Pearl Harbor to serve in 
underwater defenses. Stationed there 
when the Japanese attacked on Dec. 7, 
1941. he subsequently served on destroy­ 
ers for five more years. It was the 
beginning of a lasting association with 
the Navy. 
He left active duty in 1945 as a 
lieutenant commander and re-entered the 
San Francisco advertising field with 
former crewmate Jim Dieterich and fra­ 
ternity brother Jim Brown. 
Recalling the first few extremely hard 
years, Hoefer said. “ In those days buying 
a Sunday paper was a big weekend. We 
opened shop over a candy store on Grant 
and Sutter with only a few clients and we 
really had to work hard and long 
"Everyone of us handled a variety of 
jobs within the agency because there was 
no room for today’s luxury of specializa­ 
tion. Besides account management and 
new business solicitation, they even let 
me write a little copy 
but not for 
long.” 


THE STRUGGLING agency moved to 
Sansome Street a few years later, across 


from the Federal Building and over 
Shanty Malone's famous Irish Pub. By 
this time the business looked as if it was 
going to survive, but the competition 
remained stiff. 
Young Jim Dieterich was attracted 
over to one of the agency’s clients by his 
own father. The elder Dieterich owned 
the Clearprint Paper Co., a business that 
was doing extremely well. 
“ He just couldn’t see his son starving 
in such a fledgling enterprise,’’ Hoofer 
recalls. “ But Jim still has an interest in 
the agency and is on its board of 
directors. Clearprint remains Hoefer, 
Dieterich & Brown's oldest account." 


WITH DIETERICITS departure. Hoe 
fer was forced to work all the harder 
Long hours and a tenacious attention to 
the creative product kept the tiny agency 
afloat. 
In order to solicit new business, Hoefer 
devoted what little spare time he had to 
many civic activities, feeling the involve­ 
ment would give him valuable contacts 
and a better knowledge of the local 
community. Today his impressive record 
of past and present civic and community 
activities is lengthy to list in its entirety. 
He has served as president of the San 
Francisco Better Business Bureau, as 
president of the Stanford Business School 
Association, and as a director of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, in 
addition to serving on the National Coun­ 
cil of .Alcoholism in Marin County, to 
name just a few. 
His hard work began to pay off in the 
early 1950s when the firm attracted Table 
Products Co, a Safeway-owned private 
label company, as its first major client 
The new business marked a turning point 
in the agency’s development, allowing it 
to compete on both regional and national 
levels. Success bred success and the 
agency seemed to have turned the cor­ 
ner. 


BY 1955, THE HOEFERS decided to 
move their growing family to Marin 
' Nineteen years ago. moving to Marin 
was really moving to the country," he 
recalls. 
The countryside was beautiful, nearly 
untouched, and held only a few- small 
population centers at the time." 
The Hoofers purchased a four-bedroom 
home alongside the Belvedere lagoon, at 
the time. 
“ It was only one of two homes in the 
immediate area," he added. “ Our home 
had been built by the Belvedere Land Co 
as the beginning of a new community, 
and the surroundings were very rural 
Peninsula Drive was just a horse path 
auf in the front of the house. 


THE HOME HAS weathered nearly two 
decades, and through the growth of five 
children, but the heavy wood beam struc- 
:ure retains all its original grace. At least 
ane bedroom has been converted to a 
den. which now holds photos and graphic 


memories of school and Navy days, but 
the imprint of the children is still seen in 
the number of desks that decorate nearly 
every room in the house. The eldest son, 
John Jr., 28. a former Navy pilot, mar­ 
ried and the father of a little girl, is now 
a pre-medical student at University of 
California at Davis; Carolyn, 33, is mar­ 
ried to John Pelkan, an advertising 
executive with Botsford-Ketchum adver­ 
tising in Pittsburgh, Susan, 21, is mar­ 
ked to architect Peter Witter; only Bill, 
19, and Roddy, their 10-year old Golden 
Retriever, remain at home. 
A daughter. Mary, died in 1971. 
The front yard, modest, secluded and 
leatly manicured, is sharply contrasted 
oy the beautiful, open expanse of the 
juiet Belvedere Lagoon that lies just off 
he back lawn. 


W ALKING THE beautiful grounds, 
Hoefer commented on the fantastic esca- 
ation of home and land values through­ 
out Marin. “ It’s beautiful, but I am 
constantly amazed by the rising values. 
Cur home has escalated more than four 
imes its original cost. I couldn’t afford to 
move in here today." 
“ But I would certainly try," he adds 
quickly. “ One of my old political science 
professors at Cal used to say that San 
Francisco was among the five greatest 
cities in the w’orld. At the time, I had 
never been outside the continental United 
States, but after traveling to nearly every 
world capital. I can agree with him 
wholeheartedly that San Francisco and 
he surrounding areas are tops 
After most of the children were grown, 
the Hoefers donated their 19-foot sunboat 
to the Navy, but they still maintain a 
small Flying Dutchman off their lagoon 
landing, along with one of the neighbor­ 
hood’s most unique vessels — a 30-foot, 
two-man rowing shell which John takes 
out every summer Accompanied by John 
Jr.. also an alumni of the U C. Berkeley 
crew, son Bill or one of his many 
neighbors along the lagoon, he guides the 
swift shell with all the skill and prowess 
of his college days. 


AN OUTDOOR enthusiast, Hoefer en­ 
joys skiing, hiking, hunting and fishing in 
addition to rowing. His garage holds a 
cache of sports equipment which has 
seen use in many rivers, streams, estuar­ 
ies and flyways of Northern California. 
He also maintains a hunting lodge in the 
flyway of District IO, which serves as a 
recreation facility for staff and friends. 
The staff at the agency continues to 
grow 
What started above a little candy store 
28 years ago. has grown into a 16-million- 
dollar business that occupies one of San 
Francisco’s oldest and finest buildings on 
historic Jackson Square. The 85 or more 
employees of the agency now work for 
such well-known clients as American 
Motors Corp.. Shasta Beverages, Trans- 
america Corp., Dean Witter and Canadi­ 
an Pacific Airlines, to name just a few. 
About two-thirds of the business is nation­ 
al and international 


ADVERTISING PRODUCTIONS Inc . a 
creative advertising and graphic arts 
firm, is a company-owned subsidiary of 
Hoefer, Dieterich 4 Brown. Hoefer-Ami- 
dei Associates is a separate public rela­ 


WHILE STILL IN college, John H. Hoefer entered the odvertising field, first with the school paper, then in 
a part-time job with the giont McConn-Erickson agency. In 1945, with two friends from his college days, 
Jim Dieterich and Jim Brown, he opened the Hoefer, Dieterich & Brown Inc. agency in San Francisco. 
Today he's chairman of the board and dean of San Francisco advertising men. 


tions group. John IL Hoefer and Asso­ 
ciates is a holding company. 


Although John Hoefer still rises at 5 
a rn even.’ work day to catch the 6:50 
ferry to San Francisco, the board chair­ 
man has begun limiting his involvement 
in the actual day-to-day business of the 
agency. 
“ Over the years I have made a prac­ 
tice of seeking and training personnel 
who could eventually run the business," 
he says. “ Every company principal has 
difficulty in handing over the reins of a 
business for which they have been re­ 
sponsible for years, but they should 
recognize that time, and act. " 


IN ADDITION TO his new business 
solicitation for the agency, Hoefer re­ 
mains very active in the Navy, another 
love for many years. 
In August, 1965, he was commissioned 
a rear admiral in the Naval Reserve, one 
of only 48 in the nation. He is currently a 
member of the Civilian Advisory Board 
to the Chief of Naval Personnel, a 
member of the Advertising Review Board 
for the U S. Navy Recruiting Command, 
and chairman of the National Naval 
Reserve Policy Board 
He served on Adm Elmo Zumwalt’s 
Executive Panel from 1970 through 1972. 
During the Vietnam war, he took time 
off from the agency to volunteer for three 
separate tours of active duty to Southeast 
Asia, in 1966, 1968 and 1970. He also is the 
chairman of a public relations board 
composed of senior Naval Reserve offi­ 
cers assignd to the Commandant of the 
12th Naval District 


BUT HIS MAJOR activities still lie in 
the advertising industry, and when he 
finally decides to retire he will leave a 
formidable legacy. He has labored to 
maintain and insure the highest ethical 
and professional standards, long before it 
became a popular campaign aimed at 
assuring the American consumer clearly- 


cast. straight-forward, informative ad­ 
vertising. 


He has held a diversity of important 
posts from which he could work toward 
that goal. As a member of the nation's 
largest association of advertising agen­ 
cies, the American Advertising Associa­ 
tion. he has served as a director-at-large, 
secretary-treasurer and chairman of its 
Western Region Board of Governors. He 
has also served as president of the 
Advertising Association of the West, pres­ 
ident of the San Francisco Advertising 
Club, and chairman of the San Francisco 
Advertising Board of Review. 
Recently he ufas named to the board of 
directors of the Advertising Council, the 
industry's most prestigious organization 


THREE YEARS AGO, in recognition of 
his career in and service to the advertis­ 
ing industry, he was awarded a silver 
medal jointly by the San Francisco Ad­ 
vertising Club and the American Adver­ 
tising Federation Also, in 1970, he was 
appointed a member of the Commerce 
Information Advisory Committee by the 
U.S. secretary of commerce He was one 
of IO advertising and communications 
executives in the U.S. named to this 
group, whose purpose was to advise the 
department on ways to increase the 
efficiency of government communica­ 
tions. 
He is a past president of the San 
Francisco Better Business Bureau. 
Would he advise the young man or 
woman of today to enter the same 
profession he committed himself to when, 
in 1935, he entered the office of H. K 
McCann and asked for a part-time job0 


“CERTAINLY,’’ answers Hoefer. with­ 
out hesitation. “ Advertising offers great 
opportunity and great challenges for 
today's young people." 
And, he adds, it is attracting a very 
high caliber of new blood 
“ Those entering the advertising field 


have to be smart, industrious and dedi­ 
cated," he says, “ because it is so com­ 
petitive. They’re extremely well educated 
and well trained. Most of the large 
advertisers hire very brilliant young guys 
and gals from out of Harvard and Stan­ 
ford who have developed a lot of exper­ 
tise in marketing and advertising sys­ 
tems. We have to come up with the kind 
of people who can keep up with them. 
You can’t put a dummy up against a 
genius and expect to make any kind of 
showing. 


“HAPPILY, advertising generally has 
been able to recruit that kind of talent ’’ 
The future of advertising remains 
bright, Hoefer says, “ unless basic private 
enterprise changes directly, and that is 
most unlikely ” 
Advertising expenditures are likely to 
remain geared to the gross national 
product at 2 per cent, he believes. Thus 
as the gross national product grow>, so 
will advertising expenditures. 
“ And that s a lot of money," Hoefer 
says. 


HE EXPLAINS: “ Businesses and sen- I 
ices have no effective way of telling vast I 
audiences about their products other than | 
paid advertising A wise man once said 
advertising is salesmanship in print - 
and that is really what it is. But you can't 
send a salesman to see IOO million 
prospective customers. However, you can 
tell them about your products through the 
media 
/Mid for pennies, compared to 
dollars for any other plan." 
Even the trend toward increased gov­ 
ernment regulation of advertising that 
Hoefer foresees for the future won’t in 
his opinion, slow' down the industry 
"And it should result in better advertis­ 
ing," Hoefer predicts “ Most people in 
the industry support more truthful adver­ 
tising as beneficial to the public interest 
“ Why, everytime I see a bad advertise­ 
ment. .I feel like taking the guy who

Society Still Treats 
Its Songwriters Like 
Second Class Citizens

LONDON (UPI) — G enerations of 
schoolchildren have been saddened by 
stories of the penniless Mozart buried in 
a pauper’s grave and Stephen Foster 
dying destitute while the world played 
their music and sang their songs. 
It couldn’t happen here and now. But it 
isn’t because the enlightened citizens of 
today have acquired the same respect for 
intellectual property — a symphony or 
great melody, for example — that they 
always have had for a table or chair 
Far from it. 
The United States in some ways treats 
its songwriters like second class citizens, 
worse in fact than any other nation of the 
western community, according to discus 
sions at the International Music Industry 
Conference (IMIG) here. 


EDWARD M. CRAMER, president of 
Broadcast Music Inc. (BMI), one of the 
organizations most vigilant in defense of 
U.S. songwriter rights, said songwriters 
are still being paid a maximum of twc 
cents per record, a fee fixed by Congress 
in the Copyright Act of 1909. 
That’s 65 years without a raise. 
“No where else in the Copyright Act,’ 
Cramer said, “is there a limit set for 
anything else.’’ 


BLT THAT ISNT all, he said. Under 
the same act the 500,000 juke boxes in the 
U.S. are not required to pay for the 
music that is their life blood. Then there 
is the provision that composers need not 
be paid if a performance is not for profit. 
From many examples Cramer men­ 
tioned Public Broadcasting, which pays 
musicians, conductors, technicians, ac­ 
tors but not the fellows who write the 
music. And the composer receives no 
money for the use of his film music in 
motion picture theaters. 
Despite all this and massive piracy of 
records, illegal photocopying of sheet 
music and taping of music from radio 
and TV, some songwriters manage to 
make a good living. 


A LOT MORE could do better. 
C ram er’s BMI and another great 
American royalty collection agency, AS- 


CAP. have been fighting a long battle to 
win for American songwriters all the 
rewards at home which are automatical 
Iv theirs in foreign countries. 
Cramer said European societies, with 
which BMI and ASCAP have alliances, 
are not too happy at what amounts to a 
one-way traffic in some forms of income. 
They collect the money earned by Ameri­ 
can songs in European cinemas and juke 
boxes and ship it to the U.S. 


B IT THEIR OWN songs receive ne 
royalties for being played in American 
movie houses or juke boxes.

WHA T'S NEW O N STEREO SCENE 


'...And There Is No Better Rock 'n' Roll Band 
In The World Today Than Mott The Hoople...' 


Br BRUCE MEYER 
Of all the thousands of bands in the world, there is one most 
representative of the best of rock in 1974: Mott the Hoople. 
Mott, fronted by the carefully nurtured charisma of lead 
singer Ian Hunter, has created its own niche in the convoluted 
hierarchy of 1970s rock: more than a cult band, less than a 
supergroup. 


Mott’s music is a calculated balance of theater and a11- 
stops-out rock ’n’ roil, more akin to Jerry Lee Lewis than to 
the Beatles. But while Jerry Lee’s greatest moments were 
genuinely spontaneous, Mott’s are carefully planned. 


Mott the Hoople’s approach to its audience is sophisticated, 
emotional manipulation. 


THAT'S NO CRITICISM, simply a fact. And the key word 
there is “sophisticated” — the old rock ’n’ rollers did the 
same thing, just a bit more haphazardly. As a result, much of 
rock ’n’ roll in 1974 sounds about the same as it did two 
decades ago, except louder. 
And there is no better rock ’n’ roll band in the world today 
than Mott the Hoople. 
Their new album — “The Hoople” (Columbia PC-32871) — is 
a brilliant balance of basic rock ’n’ roll and recorded theater; 
Hunter’s lyrics and delivery just keep getting better. 'Hwse 
who may be trying Mott for the first time would be advised to 
start with “Mott” (Columbia KC-32425) — a more straightfor­ 
ward album. 
New Mott fans wbo’d like to pick up on some of their older 


material should also consider 
“ Rock 
and Roll 
Queen 
(Atlantic SD7297), a new album on the band’s old label. It s a 
good collection of tracks from their four Atlantic albums. 


ROCK ’N’ ROLL HAS always been the music of the young — 
and as such it has been excessively self-conscious, often far 
too eager to justify its own existence. In 1974, the need for 
justification is gone, but the self-consciousness is, if anything, 
even more pronounced: 
“So there you are, you know as much as I do — we’re rock 
’n’ roll laborers after the golden fleece. Still rock’s like a drug 
arid I’m an addict. I’ll still be here when I get my pension, if 
anyone will have me.” 
The words are Hunter s and are found near the conclusion of 
a book — “Diary of a Rock ’n’ Roll Star” — a record of Mott's 
tour of the U.S. in late 1972. 
It was a good time to keep a diary, because though Hunter 
couldn’t have been certain of it, Mott’s music had finally 
jelled and the band's fortunes were about to begin a sudden 
upturn. 
Besides making fascinating reading for those interested in 
the Inside Truth about the rock ’n’ roll biz, the book (currently 
available only in England., is a revealing portrait of Hunter 
himself. Not totally revealing, but close enough. 
What’s more, Hunter turns out to be quite a good writer. 
But the most important thing about his book is the point 
made in the title: Hunter's overriding self-awareness of 
himself as a star — an eventual successor, perhaps, to other 
great stars like Elvis or the tragic Marilyn Monroe

The Saga Of Jeb Magruder: 
Ambition Led To A Morass 


AMERICAN LIFE: ONE MAN'S

’ TtBt is the western White House at San 
vTemente. 


“Ambition" and “thirst for power" are 
qualities that were the chief motivations 
for almost all the men who were to 
become enmeshed in the mess of Water­ 
gate. The Jeb Stuart Magruder story 
serves as a quite typical case history of a 
Watergate plotter and perpetrator. 
Most profess some idealism. But none 
* 
had any great difficulty in subordinating 
his altruism to his ambition. 
- Writes Magruder in his book, “ An 
American Life," of his early days in the 
White House: “ But the important point 
was my realization that if I wanted to do 
well. I'd better take the line that Nixon 
and Haldeman took. There just wasn't 
any room for debate . . . ” 
And: “ ‘Jeb,’ I told myself, ‘you're not 
going to screw this one up. You like the 
lob and you’re going to do what they tell 
you.* " 
The White House, it seemed, was filled 
with such ambitious young men who liked 
their jobs and the feeling of power that 
went with them, and who were deter­ 
mined not to screw things up, even when 
It meant considerable cannibalizing of 
one another, to say nothing of the public. 
In his book Magruder gives us some 
close-up impressions of this corps of cool, 
collected, uncompassionate wheelers and 
dealers that arc chilling, even when one

recognizes that Magruder's views are 
colored considerably by his own inter­ 
ests, biases and experiences. 
Charles Colson, for instance, was “an 
evil genius . . . one of the men . . , most 
responsible for creating the climate that 
made Watergate possible, perhaps inevi­ 
table. ” Colson was also Magruder’s arch­ 
enemy in the White House. 
Gordon Liddy emerges as particularly 
erratic and sinister. Again, he was a man 
with whom Magruder could not empath­ 
ize. 
But an ability to swallow persona! 
.scruples in applying public policies and 
manipulating the political processes per­ 
meated the entire leadership of the exec­ 
utive branch of the government. Faked 
letters to newspaper and magazine edi­ 
tors. rigged “mock” college elections, the 
“stuffing" of polls — nothing, no matter 
how minor, that could be twisted and 
done unfairly was left to chance and 
fairness, it seemed. Something of an all- 
time low must have been reached when 
one ploy sponsored by the Committee to 
Re-Elect the President (staffed largely 
with administration personnel) actually 
employed American Nazi Party members 
as canvassers. 
After the bungled break-in at the Wat­ 
ergate the bag of tricks and worse began 
to come unraveled, and the cover-up 
began. Magruder leaves no doubt but 
what there was such a conspiracy to 
cover. 
“I think at bottom we all sensed the 
futility of the cover-up," he writes, “ but 
we saw no alternative to it except the 


'John Le Carre's Return 


To Spy Thriller Fold

Peaks And 
Valleys Of A 
Golfing Star 


COME SWING WITH ME by Doug 
Sanders with Larry Sheehan; Dou- 
bJeday, 272 pages, $7.95. Re­ 
viewed by Ron Lent. 


C-o-l-o-r-f-u-I. 
-Such is the word to describe the 
exploits of professional golfer Doug Sand­ 
ers. Both on and off the fairways, the 
Cedartown, Ga., native strives to enjoy 
life. Sanders’ enthusiasm .spilled over 
into his book Unlike his compact golf 
swing, Sanders’ narrative is smooth and 
easy to digest. 
/Vlas, his various exploits are not or­ 
ganized chronologically. But the blemish 
does not mar the literary portrait of 
Sanders. 
The 40-year-old has run the gamut in 
his harried fairway existence. At 22, he 
became the first am ateur to win the 
Canadian Open; in 1970, he received a 
knot on his head from an errant shot 
fired by then Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew during the Bob Hope Desert 
Classic. 
^ There are more highlights. Sanders 
' won a sudden-death playoff against golf- 
n ag immortal Arnold Palmer in the 1966 
’■desert Classic. Two losses also stand out. 
He was disqualified for failing to sign his 
•“teorecard alter completing the second 
Jound of the 1966 Pensacola Open while 
leading by four strokes. During the 1970 
^British Open, Sanders missed a three-foot 
putt on the 18th green which would have 
-clinched a victory. The following day, he 
flowed in the playoff to Jack Nicklaus. 
tm Such are his peaks and valleys in golf. 
Jle rode a similar rollercoaster in bache­ 
lorhood and marriage activities. Sanders 
IJjvTote that he relished the pleasures of 
•beautiful women, liquor and fancy 
Jjldthes. Sanders still enjoys drinking and 
expensive threads, but he no longer woos 
,*women. 
* Sanders seems contented with his third 
jwfe Scotty and son Brad. After two 
misses in matrimony, it appears that’s 
where the divot ends. 


As with all Le Carre spy novels, 
“Tinker. Tailor, Soldier, Spy" intertwines 
the private lives of the agents with their 
professional lives. George Smiley, only a 
.shadow figure in some predecessor nov­ 
els, is front and center in this one, more 
sharply etched than before. Not the least 
of Smiley’s problems is the fact that he 
has lost his beautiful wife, as well as his 
position. The latter can be recovered or 
endured more easily than the former. 
Le Carre writes with a virtuoso touch 
— so much so that he creates problems 
for his readers. 
His plot is extremely complicated His 
cast is huge. He makes what seems to be 
excessive use of the jargon of the intellig­ 
ence profession which comes to him 
honestly out of five years with the British 
Foreign Service but which can confuse 
the reader. And he resorts to that cryptic 
style of narration that seems to have 
become the hallmark of the superior 
spinner of spy thrillers, with gaps and 
voids in the story, sudden skips in time 
and from place to place, references 
without background, seemingly unrelated 
asides. 
All this means that some spy fiction 
fans will find “Tinker, Tailor, Soldier, 
Spy” not worth the effort. After all, one 
reads the genre for relaxation, and it is 
not easy to relax while feeling one s way 
through the maze of a Le Carre novel. 
But if one persists in the early going, he 
begins to get the swing of things, and the 
lab'r chapters go easier. 
One recognizes that the author of “The 
Spy Who Came in From the Cold" and 
“A Small Town in Germany” has pulled 
off another tour de force in a field that 
continues to hold a special fascination for 
a large reading public. And one hopes 
that John Le Carre is back where he 
belongs to stay — at the very peak of the 
ranks of spy fiction writers — while also 
hoping that he will tone down the jargon 
just a bit the next time around. We'll 
happily confront those marvelously com­ 
plex plots.

To Point Reyes 


A VISITOR'S GUIDE TO POINT 
REYES NATIONAL SEASHORE by 
Alice F. Dalbey; Chatham Press/ 79 
pages, $1.95. Reviewed by Richard

Perhaps the most frustrating thing 
about a trip to a national park is finding 
out about the high points after your visit. 
San Rafael author Alice F. Dalbey has 
provided a small book which will prevent 
such frustration for visitors to the Point 
Reyes National Seashore. 
The main purpose of the book is to 
provide a description of the facilities, 
roads and the trails in the seashore, but 
there is also a brief history, some general 
geology and mention of plants and ani­ 
mals one can expect to encounter. 
It is a handy book and its only fault is a 
slight excess of enthusiastic praise and 
promotion, making it read at times like a 
chamber of commerce brochure. A few 
less adjectives and more attention to 
detailed description would increase the 
book’s value as a guide. We are told, for 
instance, to be on the lookout for the rare 
cobweb thistle and for godetia. Drawings 
or photos of these plants, however, are 
not provided. Still, the book fills a void 
and should be much used. 


unthinkable one of admitting our guilt, 
both to ourselves and to the world." 
The cover-up, of course, did collapse, 
under pressure from Judge John Sirica, 
with first John Dean, then Magruder and 
others spilling their guts.

As for Magruder’s assessment of the 
Nixon role, he writes: 
“I know nothing to indicate that Nixon 
was aware in advance of the plan to 
break into the Democratic headquarters. 
It is possible that Mitchell or Haldeman 
told him in advance, but I think it’s 
likelier they would not have mentioned it 
unless the operation had produced some 
results of interest to him. Based on my 
knowledge of how the White House oper­ 
ated. I would suspect that once the 
burglars were arrested, Nixon immedi­ 
ately demanded and got the full story, 
and that thereafter he kept in close 
personal touch with the cover-up opera­ 
tion, through Mitchell and Haldeman. It’s 
possible that they kept the truth from 
him. either to shield him from involve­ 
ment or out of fear of his wrath, but I 
think it much more likely that he would 
demand the truth and they would provide 
it.” 
Magruder sees three factors as respon­ 
sible for Watergate arid related abuses of 
power; 
The accumulation of too much power in 
the White House; the peculiar nature of 
Richard Nixon and particularly his ina­ 
bility to tolerate criticism and his tenden­ 
cy to over-react in political combat; and 
an insensitivity on the part of Nixon's 
aides, including Magruder himself, to the 
basic tenets of democracy. “Too often we 
view our Constitutional rights as abstrac­ 
tions,” notes Magruder with hindsight. 
What kind of a man was Jeb Stuart 
Magruder and how has he been changed 
by the Watergate revelations?

NOTES OF A 
BROWSING 
BOOKMAN 


“Our newest and, we think, one of our 
finest" is the way publisher Charles ll. 
Belding describes the book “California: 
Its Coast and Desert.” 
.And certainly the book is a blockbuster. 
Published in the over-sized format po­ 
pularized by the Sierra Club for pictorial 
tomes and generally classified as “coffee 
table books" (providing your coffee table 
is stoutly supported), the book features 
the breathtaking scenic photography of 
artist-photographer Robert Reynolds, 
plus some supplementary texts by Ruth 
Kirk and Archie Satterfield. 
Reynolds has ponied his cameras at the 
grandaur or our state's shoreline, and at 
the desolate beauty of its arid deserts. 
His work has been reproduced in brilliant 
but honest colors by Belding’s Graphic 
Arts Center, 200 Northwest Wilson Street, 
Portland, Ore., 97209. And the result is 
almost overpowering. 
Not surprisingly, the book carries a 
hefty $22 price tag until next Jan. I, $25 
thereafter. 
Many of the photos sprawl over two 
pages, and the subjects range from fog- 
shrouded redwoods to playful sea otters 
to sun-scourched sands to peaceful la­ 
goons. 
Its the Nth in a series of pictorial 
volumes to come from Belding, and no 
one, not even the Sierra Club, has done 
this sort of thing better or more beauti­ 
fully.

It is clear that he was a personable, 
likeable, handsome, hard working young 
man — the kind that rises fast in 
business, the professions or the govern­ 
ment. It is also plain that he was a 
shallow person without any real commit­ 
ments other than to himself and to his 
family. Not even Richard Nixon com­ 
manded any real affection or deep re­ 
spect from him. 
And how contrite is he today? 
He insists that the 1972 Republican 
presidential campaign was “the best- 
planned. best-organized, best-run Presi­ 
dential campaign in American history,” 
which omits the fact that it was also the 
most-deceitful and most disgraceful such 
campaign in U.S. history. Nor is it any 
great accomplishment to out-organize a 
disorganized opposition, especially when 
you can out-spend it by a wide margin. 
But one finally meets up with what 
seems to be a truly repentant Magruder 
in the book’s closing paragraphs: “ I feel 
that I owe an apology to the American 
people for having abused the position of 
public trust that I was given.” And: “ I 
think I made the right decision in plead­ 


ing guilty and accepting the conse­ 
quences. Better to admit the truth and 
pay the penalty ” 
This realization came tardily to Jeb 
Stuart Magruder, but its forthright enun­ 
ciation, nevertheless, makes one feel a 
great deal better about this still young 
man and his future, after he has complet­ 
ed his payment, to society. Magruder 
won t be back in politics, but there is no 
reason to expect him not to do well for 
himself and family in the business world 
where he has already known considerable 
success and established valuable con­ 
tacts. 
As for his book, it is much more than a 
cheap effort to capitalize upon the au­ 
thor's notoriety. It is an eye-opener as to 
the caliber of leadership to which the 
American people entrusted their nature 
and their future. And it offers an insi­ 
der’s candid views as to what brought 
about the disgrace of Watergate — views 
that neither damage nor enhance the 
already tarnished Nixon reputation, but 
are lethal to the images of many of his 
colleagues in the White House and in 
CREEP. 


At Home 'On A Stone In

OF TIME AND AN ISLAND by 
John Keats; Charterhouse/ 245 
pages, $7.95. Reviewed by Don 
Keown. 


The anticipation of sharing with author 
John Keats and his active family their 
adventures from 20 years of ownership of 
and residence on one of the St. Lawrence 
River’s Thousand Islands, plus an ac­ 
quaintanceship with Keats’ well demon­ 
strated writing ability in such earlier 
books as “The Insolent Chariots” and 
“You Might as Well Live,” cause one to 
begin reading “Of Time and an Island” 
with considerable relish 
Unfortunately, such high expectations 
are not fully realized 
There are times when Keats succeeds 
in bringing his reader into full involve­ 
ment with the usual life style, both the 
pleasures and the hardships, his family 
adopted when they shifted their principal 
home base from metropolitan-cosmopoli­ 
tan Washington, D C. to the two-acre 
island of rock they purchased in rural 
Canada. But such occasions are some­ 
what spotty. And in-between come 
stretches when the reader feels very 
much the “outsider” and hard put to 
generate the interest that the Keatses 
experiences would seem to merit 
One encounters, too, particularly in the 
latter portions of the book, some of the 
Keats philosophy of his earlier books that 
denies the equating of progress with 
betterment. Even the Thousand Islands, 
once so serene and relatively remote, 
have not been entirely immune from 
encroachments by the kind of men who 
seemingly cannot survive unless they do 
things the easiest and fastest — as well 
as the noisiest — way. 
But one notes with some sense of 
disillusionment that Keats himself has 
made compromises. And one learns that 
the Keatses have never been full-time 


residents of their island, but instead have 
divided their seasons between the island 
and the city, and now live half of each 
year in Europe. 


Nevertheless, it is plain that John and 
Margaret Keats (the children are now 
grown) regard their island as their home. 
“We live in a house on a stone in the 
middle of a river in the center of the 
world at the very' heart of tim e,” Keats 
concludes. 


It is clear, too, that despite some 
inroads by “progress” and despite some 
compromises on their own part, the 
Keatses enjoy a less complicated, less 
tension-ridden existence than do most of 
us less fortunate. The conditions that first 
drew them to the St. Lawrence have not 
entirely disappeared, at least on the 
Canadian banks. 


“ What remains to be seen is whether 
the living will be able to preserve those 
aspects of the region that led the Indians 
to call it the Garden Place of the Great 
Spirit,” writes Keats. “If the Garden is to 
be preserved, the local population will 
need help. . .” 
There are passages in “Of Time and an 
Island,” describing the geography, the 
fish and wildlife and the people of the St. 
Lawrence and its islands, plus some of 
Keats’ philosophical misgivings about the 
hellbent-for progress direction of society, 
that make the book well worth reading. If 
it is not entirely what one might have 
hoped for from such a source with such a 
background, then neither is life upon one 
of the Thousand Islands quite the idyllic 
experience it holds forth as a promise. 
Life is like that, with even the pleasures 
generally a measure or two short of 
perfection. And we would be wise to seize 
upon those things that at least come 
reasonably close to the ideal. 
John Keats’ newest book is such a 
thing. 


SLEUTHS & SUSPENSE 


THE BAGHDAD DEFECTIONS by 
Beverly KoMar; Bobbe Merrill, 160 
pagee, $5.95. Reviewed by Don 
Keown. 


This is a splendid little adventure yam 
set in the volatile Mideast, and published 
under the Black Bat Mystery imprint. 
On board the ship carrying her to 
Beirut and a teaching job, divorcee 
Dorcas Tredwell becomes involved with a 
young Arab revolutionary. The scene 
shifts from Beirut to Baghdad where 
Dorcas finds herself enmeshed in both 
international intrigue and Iraqi’s internal 
ferment. 
Mrs. Keller lived in Baghdad for a time 
while her late husband worked there as a 
newspaperman. She paints a fascinating 
picture of that colorful city and its 
teeming life. And she moves her story 
along at a rapid, almost mad, pace, 
underlining her involved plot with a neat 
undercurrent of humor.

On a postman’s holiday, a vacationing 
American university librarian accepts an 
invitation to a costume party in England 


where host and guests (all fanatic history 
buffs) assume roles in the court of 
Richard III. 
The climax of the weekend is to be the 
public revealing of evidence that the 
Ricardians claim will vindicate their 
hero (Richard III) of the murders of the 
princes in the Tower of London. 
But 15th century peccadilloes like be­ 
heading, poisoning and drowning in a 
butt of malmsey lack humor for those 
guests who watch history repeating itself 
violently in their midst. 
Only after death joins the party does 
the attractive, no-nonsense Jacqueline 
Kirby manage to untangle the macabre 
riddle.

STRICTLY PERSONAL: A MEMOIR 
by John S.D. Baonhowr; Double- 
day, 412 pages, $10.95. Reviewed 
by Lee Hopkins. 


John S D. Eisenhower is an unusual 
man on two counts. He is the son of the 
late President and national hero. But, 
more significantly, he has managed not 
to be swallowed by the awesome reputa­ 
tion of his famous parent, and has 
pursued a fulfilling life on his own terms. 
“Strictly Personal” is his memoir to 
the age 50, and it is interesting because 
of its straightforward approach toward 
the recounting the younger Eisenhower’s 
career. 
Total recall, as he says, is one of the 
attributes of a bore, and his detail from 
17 years as a career army officer is just 
right. “Strictly Personal” is also free of 
the pomposity afflicting most military 
autobiographies, a tradition traceable to 
Julius Caesar’s lofty references to him­ 
self in the third person in his “Gallic 
W ars.” 
Eisenhower, on the contrary, writes 
prose which reflects the military virtues 
of concision, directness and understate­ 
ment, all the more welcome when one 
remembers his father’s meandering idi­ 
om. 
A plain spoken, very intelligent and 
well-read man. John S D. Eisenhower’s 
candor and quiet humor evoke a familiar 
atmosphere for anyone who has been in 
the army. And for those who have missed 
that mixed experience of trauma and 
tedium, this chronicle of a soldier’s life 
will be an important, unhistrionic correc­ 
tive to those of pacifistic tastes who see 
people in uniform as robot stereotypes. 
(But how popular they suddenly become, 
as Rudyard Kipling pointed out, when the 
nation is threatened.) 
Eisenhower’s descriptions of the stra­ 
tegic paralysis of the Korean War, and 
his own participation in combat are 
admirable, serving as a reminder of the 
excellence of his first book. “ The Bitter 
Woods,” about the Battle of the Bulge. 
Interspersed are revealing anecdotes 
about many famous generals with whom 
Eisenhower had personal contact, from 
Charles De Gaulle to George Patton, the 
tatter s fireside manner lending insight to 
his baroque public performance. But for 
all Eisenhower’s abilities, the one man 
who remains elusive on these pages is his 
father. In the reader’s mind, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower is still the two dimensional 
man on the eight-cent postage stamp 
holding his eyeglasses, his real self 
moated by an impenetrable blandness. 
What was that man really like?

treatment has encountered opposition in 
the psychiatric profession Many psychia­ 
trists have ignored program directives to 
serve the poor and to reach blue-collar 
workers. 
California is perhaps the only state in 
the nation where an all-out effort has 
been made to eliminate state hospitals. 
When Ronald Reagan first took office 
with a pledge to reduce the state budget, 
his first target was state mental institu­ 
tions. Many California citizens were out­ 
raged at what they regarded as Reagan’s 
peculiar sense of values — accusing him 
of hitting the sick and helpless. 
Now the Reagan administration clalhis 
(hat local community health programs 
give Californians the finest system of 
treatment anywhere. And that the num­ 
ber of patients has dropped substantially. 
But the Nader team concludes that the 
mentally-retarded actually function bet­ 
ter under institutional living conditions, 
and that most of them are helpless and 
unhappy when thrown into society.

heard of the Faroe Islands, you can and 
should visit them this sum m er — if 
you're really looking for an unspoiled, 
off-the-beaten-path destination. 
Look at a good map. It s easy to locate 
these ancient Viking isles situated in the 
Atlantic midway between Iceland and 
northern Scotland 
It s easy to reach them, too. This 
am m er, Icelandic Airlines offers three 
scheduled flights weekly from New York 
to the Faroes, via good connections in 
Iceland 
The Faroes consist of some 18 small 
islands, a few uninhabited, totaling 540 
square miles in area. They were settled 
by Vikings around 800 A D 
and now 
support a Scandinavian population of 
some 40,000 people engaged in fishing and 
related industries, plus some sheep and 
.cattle raising. The islands are a self­ 
governing region of Denmark. 


FEW PLACES IN the world are as 
isolated or as ruggedly beautiful. High 
cliffs dotted with millions of sea birds — 
some 225 species have been identified — 
rise from thundering A tlantic w aves 
“which have traveled thousands of miles 
along the Gulf Stream to carry a m oder­ 
a tin g warm th to the climate of these 
northern isles. 
Cod. herring, halibut, ling and other 
food fish abound in the rich ocean waters. 
Ashore, there are many small rivers and 
some 40 Jakes with excellent sport for 
.anglers seeking salmon, brown trout, sea 
trout and char. 
" Hie largest town, Torshavn on Strey- 
moy Island, has a population of 11,000.

In Torshavn, there are three hotels 
with a total of 192 beds offered at 
reasonable rates of about $6 to $14 for a 
single room and less, per person, in 
double rooms.

Meals are reasonable, too. Breakfasts 
cost about $1.50. Lunch and supper start 
at less than $2. Rates at hotels on the 
islands of Vagar (site of the airport I. 
Eysturoy, Bordoy, Sandoy and Suduroy 
are similar. 
This sum m er through early September, 
Icelandic Airlines will offer three-night 
tours to the Faroes at a package rate of 
$175 from Reykjavik, Iceland, including 
round-trip flight, accommodations, two 
meals daily, transfers and some local 
transportation by boat and bus. There is 
a full day at leisure for optional sightsee­ 
ing tours.

BOTH GU AD A LO ISE, the larger of 
the two, and Martinique combine a varie­ 
ty of spectacular landscape — from high 
and rocky mountains to verdant valleys, 
from idyllic fishing villages to working 
banana and pineapple plantations, from 
the more sophisticated to the rather 
humble and unvarnished. 
And, of course, there are the beaches 
and the Caribbean w aters of greenish 
blue along with the azure sky and its 
wisps of white clouds. 
Other islands have much, or all, of this, 
too. So it’s the French touch that makes 
the difference. It is unmistakable, not 
alone because of the language, but equal­ 
ly because of the attitudes and atm os­ 
phere. 


THE MINUTE THE visitor arrives in 
the airports at Pointe-a-Pitre here on 
Guadaioupe or at Fort-de-France on M ar­ 
tinique, or in the harbors of the two 
cities, this French touch is noticeable. 
Moreover, it is charm ing and appealing. 
The two islands, of course, are quite 
different from each other. Martinique is 
more modern, more sophisticated, while 
Guadaioupe is much m ore rooted in the 
past and the pace of life is simpler. 
M artinique as a result is more tourist- 
oriented with three times as many cruise 
ships stopping each year. 
But Guadaioupe is coming up fast. It 
registered a 43 per cent increase in the 
num ber of tourists between 1970 and 1971, 
while Martinque was totaling up a re­ 
spectable 23 per cent hike. 


BOTH ARE COUNTING on substantial­ 
ly larger numbers during the 1970s. New 
hotel facilities, sparked by Air F rance's 
com m itm ent, with attractive, 
modern 
300-room structures on both islands, have 
doubled capacity. 
Moreover, Club M editerranee, with fa­ 
cilities on both islands, is preparing for a 
tourist increase in the next few years. 
Dining is one of the things that set 
these islands apart. In part, this is due to 
that French connection, but it is also the 
blending of French cooking with creole or 
island dishes that make both islands a 
g o u rm e t’s p arad ise. But the visitor 
doesn't have to be a gourmet to enjoy the 
meals.

freshly caught fish cooked with sauces. 


Almost anywhere the visitor can find 
delightful restaurants. 


The Leyritz Plantation, hiden in the 
interior of northern Martinique, is an 
example. Lobsters, crab salads, snapper 
and the like come in a variety of forms. 


On either island, it is worth the effort 
to take a day-long tour away from the 
hotel and away from the capital cities. 
On Guadaioupe. for example, a visit to 
the volcano Soufriere and the waterfalls 
of Capesterre offers the opportunity to 
see tropical rain forests and lovely fish­ 
ing villages, including the city of Basse- 
Terre, which is the capital of the island 
although Pointe-a-Pitre is the chief city. 


ON MARTINIQUE, a sim ilar day’s 
to u r should include S ain t-P ie rre , the 
form er capital, at the foot of Monte 
Pelee, the volcano that erupted in 1902 
and turned the town into the Pompeii of 
the New World. All but one of the 30,000 
inhabitants perished in the eruption 
Above Saint-Pierre, 
the road winds 
through banana plantations where it is 
possible to stop for roadside purchases — 
and if you go far enough into the interior, 
I he visitor can find a number of working 
banana, sugar, and pineapple plantations 
where it is possible to visit. 


Travelers, Know 
Your Currency Rules 


By MURRAY J. BROWN 
Am ericans planning to travel abroad 
would do well to learn som ething about 
the regulations concerning the import 
and export of currencies in the countries 
on their itinerary 
Ignorance is no legal excuse and viola­ 
tions could result in confiscation of funds, 
fines and, in some cases, imprisonment. 
Regulations vary almost from country 
to country and include provisions for 
written or oral declarations, limitation on 
funds 
brought 
in 
or taken out, and 
outright prohibition on the import or 
export of national currency. 


THE RECENTLY ENACTED Foreign 
Transactions Reporting Act, for instance, 
requires all persons entering or leaving 
the United States to report to Customs 
officials if they are carrying more than 
$5,000 in money or monetary1 instruments. 
The 
letter 
includes 
travelers 
checks, 
money orders and investm ent securities 
in bearer form. 
The U.S. Customs Service emphasizes, 
however, there is no limit on the amount 
of such funds the traveler can take out or 
bring in, unlike the restrictions imposed 
by other countries. 
The latest country1 to impose lim ita­ 
tions is Italy. Beginning in April, travel­ 
ers can enter or leave with no more than 
20,000 lire. The move is designed to build 
up 
Italy's badly depleted foreign ex­ 
change reserves. 


THERE 
IS NO lim itation on the 
amount of other currencies which may be 
brought into Italy or most other countries 
in Europe, Asia or elsewhere. 
Countries which have limitations on 
th e ir m oney include B angladesh (20 
taka), Israel (200 pounds), Peru (1,000 
soles), Japan (100,000 yen) and Iran (200,- 
000 rials). 
Hungary allows visitors to bring in or 
take out up to 200 forints. But the Soviet 
Union and other Communist countries 
prohibit both the import and export of 
Russian rubles, Bulgarian leva, Czech 
koruny. East German m arks, Polish zlo­ 
tys and Romanian lei as the case m ay be 
Ifs against the law, too, to bring in or 
take out Albanian leks, Burmese kyata, 
Egyptian 
pounds, 
Indian 
rupees, 
and 
Indonesian rupiahs. 


INCIDENTALLY, TF the itinerary in 
eludes Poland any zletys that are not 
spent must be deposited at border points 
on departure and can be collected only on 
the next visit within a year at any custom 
office upon presentation of the receipt. 
Yugoslavia allows travelers to bring in 
up to 500 dinars but in notes no larger 
than 50 dinars. On the other side of the 
world, New Zealand has no limitations on 
the import of its currency but bills must 
be no bigger than $5 while Fiji will not 
exchange more than $12 in Fijian curren­ 
cy for departing visitors. 


Visitors to China are forbidden to bring 
in Chinese or U S currency. There are no 
restrictions on the amounts of other 
foreign currencies brought in but all 
must be declared on the official form on 
entry. 


THE TAIWAN governm ent has no limi­ 
tations on national or foreign monies but 


requires that visitors possessing more 
than $200 in U.S. funds make a declara­ 
tion on arrival 
If written or oral declarations are 
required, make sure the total is accurate. 


Veteran country-hoppers usually con­ 
vert most of their U.S. dollars before 
departure (keeping some small bills for 
possible emergencies) into U.S. or foreign 
currency travelers checks. Overseas, do 
your converting at banks and licensed 
money changers for the best rates of 
exchange. Don't cash more than neces­ 
sary for im m ediate needs since convert­ 
ing the surplus back into dollars will cost 
money again. 


AND SAVE ALL records of such trans­ 
actions to show authorities on departing 


lf there are no restrictions, buy a small 
packet of foreign currency before leaving 
the States to cover tips, transportation 
and other small expenses at your destina­ 
tion. Such packets are available from 
American Express, Deak-Perera Co. and 
some banks for a small charge.

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Mexico City Is A Mixture 
Of The Modern And Ancient 


Much of Mexico City’s fascination is rn 
the startling intrusion of the modern on 
the ancient. 


The walls of an old Aztec building 
stand within sight of the Presidential 
Palace, built by the Spanish, and shake 
to the roar of some of the world’s 
heaviest and wildest traffic. 
The avenues of this oldest city in the 
W estern H em isphere arc broad and 
green with trees. Gentlemen, long at 
lunch in sidewalk cafes, ogle the stroll-by 
of some cf the world's most beautiful and 
stylish women. 
Lovers wander through huge Chapulte- 
pec 
Park, 
bettors forever crowd the 
Hipodrome Race Track, am bassadorial 
limousines glide through elegant wooded 
districts. It’s difficult to go to a party 
where fewer than three languages are 
spoken. 
Night life abounds with music every­ 
where. in hotels, bars, restaurants and on 
the streets. 


THERE ARE ALMOST as many art 
galleries as there are filling stations in 
Mexico. The museums are among the 
world's best. 
Mexico City is charm ing, vibrant, cos­ 
mopolitan, sometimes frustrating, never 
dull. and ever Latin. Above all, it is an 
international city. Sports fans turn out by 
the thousands to see Spanish matadors, 
American boxers and South American 
soccer team s; motorists drive American 
cars, women wear French fashions; a top 
rock 'n’ roll singer is Dutch, and the 
national “sex queen” is Norwegian. 
When Cortez, the Spanish conquistador, 
first saw- the Valley of Mexico from a 
neighboring hillside it was filled with 
waters of a huge lake. On an island in the 
center rose a stone palace and temples of 
the Aztec Empire. The waters are now 
gone except for the vegetation-fringed 
canals that make up the floating gardens 
of Xochimilco. There, canoes outfitted 
with one small table, to make them 
floating re s ta u ra n ts, glide back and 
forth. 


ATOP THE RUINS of Montezuma's 
Palace stands the Presidential Palace, 
the Mexican W’hite House. The square 
before it, the Zocaio, has been the center 
of Mexican life for centuries. 
On a recent Sunday a small group of 
Indians down from the hills walked along 
tree lined Reforma Boulevard, the city's 
main street, gawking at the blocks of 
skyscrapers, ornate fountains and the 
statuary. They were dressed in clothes 
such as their ancestors wore when Co­ 
lumbus was trying to get Queen Isabella 
to hock the family jewels; short white 
pants with fringed cuffs, 
thick soled 
leather sandals and huipils, a kind of 
loose jacket, embroidered with old tribal 
designs Nobody paid much attention. 
The Indians are as much a part of 
Mexico City as their city cousins, who 
work on the assembly line of the automo­ 
bile 
factory1 
to 
meet the installment 
payments on their television sets. 


THE CLIMATE IS what drew the first 
Indians to the Valley of Mexico and what 
makes it such an attractive spot today. 
The tem perature is usually in the 50s or 
60s, thanks to the 7,347 ft. altitude. 
American dollars are accepted almost 
everywhere and most of the top restau­ 
rants honor U S. credit cards. 
There are 124 pesos to the dollar and 
Mexicans are proud in pointing out that 
the peso is one of the small club of a 
dozen or so currencies to get top rating 
from the International Monetary Fund as 
universally acceptable and rock stable. 
The city has so many good restaurants 
that most residents never have time to 
try them all Spanish, French, German, 
American, 
Chinese and 
Mexican, 
the 
restaurants cover almost all pocketbooks 
and tastes. 


ON A HOTEL ROOF overlooking the 
Reforma there's an open air restaurant 
where you can dine on corn and pepper 
soup under the thatched, witches hat 
umbrellas right out of Robinson Crusoe, 
while tam e deer wander about looking for 
handouts. 
In an elegant cellar restaurant you can 
take your pick of the finest steaks and 
wines and fortify yourself for the check 
— steep, but worth every’ penny. 


TLA LOC, the God of Rain, stands at the 
entrance of the Museum of Anthropology, 
Mexico C ity . 
( A lw icon A rhnes p ho'o: 


Another restaurant specializes in a 
kind of combination barbecue-smorgas- 
bord served on a wooden plank three feet 
long. The menu says the meal serves 
two, but that means Mexicans. It will 
stuff four Norteam ericanos! 
Jn 
the 
mountains outside the city, 
hidden away in a pine forest that looks 
like the United States Northwest, rather 
than the image of Mexico, is a fine rustic 
steak house It is a favorite spot for Latin 
lovers. Irate wives have been known to 
liven up the place when they discover 
their straying husbands and female com­ 
panions. 


FOR THOSE WHO like excitem ent with 
their 
meals 
there 
is a do-it-yourself 
bullring restaurant on the edge of ^he 
city. It gives aspiring m atadors a chance 
to face the moment of truth while their 
friends cheer them on 
The bulls are 
young and much sm aller than tile lJWO 
pound monsters faced by the pros. 
And, if you have never been to one, you 
should plan tQ attend the spectacular 
bullfights, M exico’s g re a t a ttra c tio n 
Bullfighting is considered an art rather 
than a sport and the colorful Sunday 
fights are world famous, drawing aficion 
ados and the curious from the four 
corners of the earth. 
When shopping, you soon find bargain 
ing is the accepted practice and there are 
specified m arkets, such as the pottery 
market, the flower m arket; the Aliende, 
known for its antique shop. The Laguniila 
Bazaar, where there is everything from 
everywhere, is liveliest on Sunday m orn­ 
ings. 
And,

O f The Special Joys Of Californians 


X One of the privileges of living in this 
-garden paradise that is California is the 
cultivation of gardenias. 


Although the gardenia demands a cer­ 
tain amount of fuss and bother on the 
part of the gardener, it results in beauti- 
tJU fragrant blooms worth every minute 
el that extra care. 


Like camellias, azaleas, fuchsias or 
any other number of prized shrubs, the 
gardenia has definite cultural needs. The 
gardener need only supply them and he 
will have blooms to match the best he 
could buy in a florist shop. 


" GARDENIAS ENJOY 
plenty of 
warmth. They thrive in sun and sulk in 
(Jeep shade However, in real hotspots too 


much sun will cause Gardenias to yellow 
and stay yellow. 
Be sure to always surround them with 
cool plants and lawns, and provide just a 
bit of reflected heat — perhaps off a 
garden wall. 
The soil should be on the acid side, 
made loose and porous by the addition of 
soil conditioner, especially leaf mold or 
peat moss. Moisture should always be 
present and conserved by a mulch of 
pure peat, with excellent drainage. 
Yellowing indicates a lack of iron and 
is seldom evident when the soil is prop­ 
erly acid or in a semi-state of dormancy. 
Be sure to apply iron your nurseryman 
recommends for your area. 


IF Y’OU THINK this sounds like some­ 


thing a camellia might like, you’re right. 
The only difference is the matter of heat; 
the camellia can’t take nearly as much 
sun as a gardenia. 


A single, well-tended gardenia shrub 
will yield masses of fragrant blooms. 
Two or more are that much better. 


Try an informal flowering hedge of 
gardenias, or tub them and spot tubs in 
sunny pockets on the deck. In or out of 
bloom the glossy foliage is lovely to look 
at. 
Gardenias most commonly found in 
California nurseries are Veitchi and Mys­ 
tery. And there is a new yellow Gardenia 
called Golden Magic. Liik for them at 
your nursery, then enjoy a fragrant 
addition to your garden. 


full Speed Ahead With The Fertilizer, 
Providing You Know What You're Doing 


Gardeners handle their fertilizing pro­ 
grams in many ways. 
Every type of produce from fish, blood 
meal and manure to commercial liquid 
and dry fertilizer is some successful 
gardener’s choice. No matter what type 
seems best for your situation, establish a 
program early in the game and be 
Consistent. 
Remember the vegetable gardener's 
creed: “ No check in growth will stunt 
this plant. In all the days of its life, this 
plant will never be without moisture and 
plant food for its roots.” 


ALL COMMERCIAL fertilizers are la­ 
beled by percentages of nitrogen, phos­ 
phorus and potassium as stated in formu­ 
las like 4-12-4 or 5-10-10 (5 nitorgen, IO 
phosphorus, IO potassium'. The percent­ 
age of nitrogen in the formula dictates 
how much to apply, so follow the direc­ 
tions on the label of the product you use 
Some of the ways to use dry fertilizers: 
1. Before planting, mix dry fertilizer 
into the soil at the rate recommended. Be 
sure it is thoroughly mixed. 
2. At seeding time, apply fertilizer in 
narrow bands or furrow’s 2 to 3 inches 
from the seed. The fertilizer should be 
one to two inches deeper than the seed 
Cover with soil and water well. If the 
band is too close to the seeds, the roots 
may get burned. 
3. After plants are up and growing, 
apply fertilizer as a side dressing. Scat­ 
ter on both sides of the row six to eight 
inches from the plants. Rake into the soil 
and water thoroughly. 
MANY PLANTS, particularly toma­ 
toes. have a great need for phosphorus as 
the first roots develop. The phosphorus 
gets locked up in the soil and is not 


Are Your Trees 
Getting Their Iron? 


If your trees look pale and anemic, 
they may suffer from iron deficiency 
chlorosis, also known as trace element 
deficiency. 
Hold a leaf up to the light. If it is quite 
yellow yet has green veings. it is likely 
the tree has iron deficiency. The pres­ 
ence of an alkaline soil is another indica­ 
tion. 


immediately available. Using a "start 
solution’’ satisifes this need. Any liquid 
fertilizer high in phosphorus will do or 
mix your own with dry 5-10-10, using one 
pound to five gallons of water. 
Method is to place the transplant in the 
planting hole, fill the hole half full of soil 
and pour in a capful of the solution. 
Finish filling with soil. 
Too much fertilizer can do damage, so 
ifs well to follow directions and amounts 
to the letter Manure can cause trouble 
and can build up harmful salts in the soil 
that are hard to get rid of. 
Follow up dry fertilizer applications 
with a good watering to dissolve and 
carry it to the root zone. When using 
large amounts for heavy feeders like 
cabbage and onions, apply sm aller 
amounts at regular intervals. 
If it boggles your mind to figure how 
much for your row, which is not the ideal

Durable Plant 
For The Home 
And The Office 


The Chinese evergreen, Aglaoneraa, is 
a very durable house plant. It has 
leathery, waxy, green leaves. 
It needs only good water and light, a 
temperature in the 62 to 65 degree range 
at night, climbing to 80 to 85 in the 
daytime. But this plant will tolerate the 
lesser light of a living room or office and 
dry atmosphere. 
Keep the plant in a shady area, away 
from the sun — preferably a north 
window, with 50 to IOO candles of light 
sufficient. 
Available at garden centers j s a com­ 
mercially prepared house plant soil mix. 
Also suitable is a mixture of one-third 
peat, one-third perlite and one-third steri­ 
lized garden soil. The soil should be kept 
evenly moist but not constantly wet. 
The Chinese evergreen will also grow 
in water. It can be propagated from stem 
tip cuttings, seeds, division or stem 
segment cuttings.

Across America Just About Everyone 
Is Busy Tending A Vegetable Garden

From dawn until darkness, Americans 
are rallying around the vegetable patch 
these days. 
They are doing it, most of them, to 
pare the food bill. Included are young 
families, college students, retirees, wel­ 
fare recipients. Many of the latter garden 
in public plots. 


Millionaires are in the great hoedown, 
too, for other reasons. 


STEWART MOTT, one of these, gar­ 
dens on a penthouse terrace in an apart­ 
ment on New York’s Park Avenue. The 
General Motors heir, political activist 
and patron of the arts started his high in 
the sky vegetable patch to have better 
food-crops not contaminated by pesti­ 
cides. He also keeps chickens up there 
and tends fruit trees. 
Another rooftop garden is in New 
York’s Harlem — at Benjamin Franklin 
High School. 
The affluent in the garden movement 
are into growing their own vegetables for 
much the same reason cited by Mott. 
Others garden for pleasure — to stretch 
their minds and let their spirits soar. 


SOME GARDENERS do their digging 
with small tools aimed at the soil in tiny 
tubs and pots on office and apartment 
windowsills. An office mate has 25 toma­ 
toes coming along on a plant in a nine- 
inch plastic pot on her living room 
window sill. 
Where space is a problem, some home 
owners are putting tomato plants and 
others in any sunny spots available — 
even if they fall in the middle of a small 
prize lawn. 
The many styles of American garden­ 
ing came into focus in a United Press 
International check of large and small 
vegetable patches in dozens of towms. 


THE REALLY "most unusual” place 
for a garden is Hart Island off Manhattan 
— a place where unidentified dead are 
put to rest, called "P otter’s Field.” The 
gardeners working on the 10-acre "farm- 
let” are from Phoenix House, a drug 
rehabilitation program. The recovering 
former addicts, who ferry back and forth, 
garden as therapy and also to help make 
Phoenix House support itself. 
Also in New York, Liz Christy, an 
architect, has founded the Green Goril­ 
las. Youngsters who are Green Gorillas 
garden on empty lots in broken down 
parts of town, their neighborhoods. For 
Miss Christy, it is a labor of love. 
In St. Louis, students from St. Louis 
University help elderly and nearly indi­ 
gent persons garden in their neighbor­ 
hoods. There is a Jot of this spirit — help 
the less fortunate — in the garden 
movement. 


VEGETABLE GARDENS are thriving 
in the San Francisco Bay Area, but few 


admit the high price of food has anything 
to do with the rush to gardening. Most 
say they want to be outdoors or they like 
to see things grow 
The city of San Francisco offers 25 
sites of unused city land for use by 
citizens as gardens. They range from 
mini-size to half an acre. The city pro­ 
vides insurance and composted soil. The 
rest is up to the gardeners. 
For the fifth year the University of 
California at Berkeley has offered stu­ 
dents plots. The six-acre garden is near a 
married students’ housing project. The 
six acres provide 486 plots about 20 feet 
by 25 feet.

Seed sales in the spring increased 600 
per cent from previous years, Haroldson 
says Many brokerage seed companies in 
the Midwest worked 24 hours a day to fill 
seed orders. 


IN WETHERSFIELD, Conn, a seed 
distributor, the Hart Seed Co., reports a 
shortage of carrot seeds. This was due to 
a poor crop. 


The nation’s biggest seed supplier, 
Burpee's in Philadelphia, says however 
that the general seed shortage some had 
forecast did not materialize — mainly 
because the upped demand had been 
anticipated. 
In Boston, there are some 350 commu­ 
nity garden sites. Each is IO by 15 feet. 
The Park Department provides loam and 
water. Across the river in Cambridge a 
similar program at Fresh Pond has so 
many takers that the garden sites were 
assigned by drawing. 
The First National Bank in Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, is into renting garden plots. 
President Hal Booth says the garden js a 
non-profit venture and the first year, 
1973, the bank lost money on it. 


“BUT IT BROUGHT a lot of people 
together,” Booth said, “and more than 
2,000 of them had nice, fresh vegetables 
from their own gardens.” 
To rent a plot costs $15. The bank 
provides seeds and does all the planting 
and early cultivating. Later, the patron 
must tend the garden himself when 
plants are too large to be cultivated by 
tractor. 
Each plot is 1,000 square feet, provid­ 
ing thirty rows of vegetables. One woman 
got 270 quarts of canned vegetables out of 
her plot last year. 
She is the wife of an employe of 
another bank. The bank in the gardening 
movement doesn’t restrict plot rentals to 
its customers. 
And so the gardens grow around the 
nation.

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Outdoor Cooking Takes 
Some Special Precautions 


Picnics and outdoor parties have long 
been Am erican pastim es during the 
spring, sum m er and early autum n 
months. 
Nowadays, an integral part of these 
activities for many Americans is the use 
of outdoor cooking equipment. Your han­ 
dling of this equipment should be tem­ 
pered by a knowledge of the rules of 
safety. 


Underwriters Laboratories Inc , an in­ 
dependent, not-for-profit organization 
testing for public safety, suggests that 
you keep the following safety tips in mind 
when using outdoor cooking equipment: 


MORE AND MORE outdoor cooking 
appliances are being equipped with elec­ 
trical accessories such as charcoal light­ 
ers or rotisserie units. Therefore, electri­ 
cal 
safety 
becomes 
an 
im portant 
consideration. Many of these electrical 
accessories contain three-prong ground­ 
ing plugs to help protect the user against 
electric shock. However, if three-wire 
plugs are not connected to three-wire 
grounded receptacles, the grounding pro­ 
tection is defeated. If only a two-wire 
receptacle is available, be sure to use an 
adapter with the three-wire grounding 
plug 
This adapter will have a green 
grounding pigtail which should be fas­ 
tened to the screw holding the receptacle 
face plate in place. Newer models may 
have a rigid metal “ear” in lieu of the 
pigtail. 


CAUTION! Underwriters Laboratories 
continues to stress that the receptacle 
must be actually grounded when using 
this adapter. A qualified electrician can 
determine this. Furthermore, you should 
never cut off the round grounding pin on 
a three-prong grounding plug in hopes of 
fitting it into a two-wire receptacle. You 
will be removing a major safeguard 
against dangerous electric shock, should 
some trouble develop within the connect­ 
ed piece of electrical equipment. 
When using an extension cord, be sure 
the cord is designed for outdoor use. Use 
a cord with a current rating that is at 


least as high as the current rating of the 
accessory. 
Never route extension cords through 
doors, gates, or other areas where the 
insulation could become pinched or dam­ 
aged. A damaged extension cord is a 
potential shock and fire hazard. 
Another way to protect against electric 
shock is to look for the UL listing mark 
on outdoor cooking appliances. It means 
the design of the equipment has been 
tested and found in compliance with 
nationally recognized safety standards. 


IN ADDITION TO the above sugges­ 
tions on electrical safety, UL further 
recommends. 
Never start a fire with gasoline, kero­ 
sene or a similar flammable liquid 
Handle electric charcoal lighters with 
care, and never store them in areas 
where they may be exposed to weather or 
dampness. 
Never operate a barbecue unit indoors. 
or in an enclosed porch. The heat could 
cause certain surrounding wall and 
ceiling materials to ignite, smoulder or 
burn. In addition, burning charcoal pro­ 
duces dangerous carbon monoxide fumes. 
Make sure that the unit is well support­ 
ed In certain locations (such as wooden 
porches, decks or similar areas), the unit 
should be tied down. An unstable unit 
could easily be tipped over, especially by 
children. Also, avoid rough-housing 
around the unit. 
Follow the directions when using light­ 
er fluid, and allow the liquid to soak into 
the charcoal before lighting to reduce the 
hazard of flash flame. In lighting the 
flame, it is advisable to use long-handled 
matches, so that you may easily remain 
out of the reach of the flames. Never add 
lighter fluid to the charcoal once the 
flame has been ignited, and keep the 
fluid out of the reach of children. 
Finally, United Laboratories reminds 
you of the importance of wearing a heavy 
apron and gloves for protection from 
grease and sparks. Roll up your sleeves, 
and keep loose fitting clothes away from 
the fire.

Energy Conservation Is important In Summer, Too 


By DOROTHEA BROOKS 
Energy conservation is a year round 
effort. But, just as most families found 
cooperation did not require chilly homes 
last winter, it need not mean a hot 
summer. 


Since 20 per cent of the total energy 
used in the United States is used for 
heating and cooling 70 million living 
units, energy conservation at home is 
important. Even small savings by indi­ 
vidual families can add up to tremendous 
amounts on a nationwide scale. 


The savings that help the conservation 
effort will be felt, too, in the family 
budget since energy prices are at record 
levels. 


THE KEY TO SAVINGS is careful 
planning — and a lot of little things. No 
large outlay of money is required, and 
anything spent will be more than repaid 
in terms of fuel savings and comfort. 


They should be 
drawn when sun is high. 


ENGINEERS PINPOINT windows as 
the biggest energy drain in the home 
One says, “One square foot of glass can 
lose as much heat as ten square feet of 
wall. This same single pane of glass in 
summer will store and reradiate some of 
the sun's heat.” 
Storm windows, or double glazing, by 
trapping air between panes of glass, 
provide insulation, cutting heat loss from 
the house in winter and reducing heat 
gain in summer. 
The Citizen’s Advisory Committee on 
Environmental Quality estimates that an 
investment in storm windows could save 
between $48 and $126 annually in cold 
areas and, for air-conditioned homes, 
result in additional savings by cutting 
heat gain in summer. The Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory says storm windows 
left on during the air conditioning season 


can reduce energy’ output by more than 9 
per cent, with resultant money savings. 


FRANK GORELL, president of Season- 
all Industries Inc., Indiana, Pa., a lead­ 
ing custom manufacturer of storm win­ 
dows and doors, says the investment in 
storm window’s actually will pay for its elf 
in seven to IO years. The National Bureau 
of Standards says they will return an 
annual “dividend” of from 13 to 18 per 
cent or more in terms of savings in fuel 
bills. 
The University of Illinois has calculat­ 
ed that ten 15-square-foot windows will 
leak about IOO more gallons w’orth of fuel 
oil per season if they are single glazed 


Engineers explain 
“With a typical 
three by five foot single glazed, double 
hung window, almost three times the 
energy would be lost through the window 
as is lost around the sash area.” Storm 
doors help, too, because heat gain 


through or around the door is approxi­ 
mately the same. 


WEATHERSTRIPPING doors and win­ 
dows, caulking cracks and openings will 
help in both summer and winter. 
Cutting attic heat build up by means of 
a ventilating fan is another energy and 
dollar saver, particularly if you use if to 
bring in cool air at night instead of 
running the air conditioner. 
Wrhen possible, install air conditioners, 
if you must use them, on the shady side 
af the house 
Keep windows closed 
Leave storm 
windows up on those window’s not needed 
for ventilation. 
If you’re not using an attic fan. open 
windows early in the morning to admit 
cool air and freshen the house 
Avoid adding extra heat by turning off 
lights, television sets when not in use Do 
laundry’, ironing, baking and other hot 
tasks rn the cool of the morning. 


Organizing and partitioning the yard 
and garden to increase the use and 
enjoyment of leisure and work areas 
often can be just as rewarding as remod­ 
eling rooms indoors. 
Gaining a feeling of hospitality and 
privacy for outdoor living and entertain­ 
ment can be accomplished with a wooden 
deck and divider screens, while retaining 
utility areas in the yard. 


At one home, a flat lot was partitioned 
into outdoor living space, garden work 
area with starter beds and greenhouse, 
and a driveway that’s also used for such 
chores as chopping firewood. 


ALL THE AREAS are separated by 
six-foot-tall, but unobtrusive, screens 
built of vertical two-by-threes on edge, 
spaced an inch and a half apart for a 
pleasing pattern. 
The middle and top stringers are two- 
by-fours laid flat for minimum show- 
through. The bottom stringer and posts 
are four-by-four-inch Douglas fir. 
An L-shaped deck begins as a walkway 
from the patio off the family room, and 
in the center of the yard turns and 
widens into a cozy sitting area. A large; 
beautifully shaped elderberry tree pro­ 
vides shade most of the day. 
The deck is built of two-by-four-inch 
western wood laid flat on four-by-four- 
inch joists. Facing of two-by-sixes is 
mitered at the corners. 


A BENCH RUNS the length of the deck 
along the back edge, using the screen of 
one-by-threes as a backrest. The bench 
seat is of two-by-sixes, nailed flat to 
paired two-by-fours that are supported by 
four-by-four-inch posts and the bottom 
stringer of the screen. 
Adding charm to the screens are sculp­ 
tured cast-concrete panels made by the 
owner by carving a mold into a sheet of 
styrene foam and pouring in a mixture of 
vermicultite, sand and cement. Colored 
plastic set into openings in the panels 
adds accent. 
The panels are set into the screen at 
eye level, two horizontally and one verti­ 
cally, framed with mitered surrounds of 
one-by-threes. 


A SECTION FROM the backyard of this home has been transformed into a cozy sitting deck and garden 
spot, thanks to a little creative organizing. The deck, left to weather naturally, is built of two-by-fours, 
and the long bench of two-by-sixes with four-by-four-inch posts. The screen of spaced one-by-threes hides 
a driveway at left and a work area at right. 


For the home owner, a first considera­ 
tion should be the plantings around his 
house. Ideally, there should be deciduous 
trees on the south and west to shade 
windows. This will cut down on summer 
heat which pours in while allowing winter 
sun to enter. 
If you do not have suitable trees, check 
with your nurseryman before planting. 
Some types grow to provide shade more 
rapidly than others. 


IT HAS BEEN calculated there is a 
difference of 40 to 50 degrees in ground 
level temperature between grass and 
flagstones or concrete. Think carefully 
before you build a sunny patio outside 
those sliding glass doors. Shrubs and 
lawn will give more of a cooling effect. 


Awnings — on windows and shading 
patios — can do much to reduce heat 
levels from summer sun 


Another practical measure, whether 
you live in a house or apartment, in­ 
volves the use of light-colored shades or 
drapes. Dark colors absorb heat 
The

colors will reduce heat gain through 


A Cedar Closet 


Is Asset In 
Vacation Cabin 


Don’t overlook the possibility of install­ 
ing a cedar closet in your off-season 
home. 
Camp cabins quickly become reposito­ 
ries for winter gear Every clothes moth 
seems to know this, and the damage they 
do is multiplied in the city residence of 
the cabin owner when clothes are carried 
home from camp 
Furs or woolens to be left in a cabin 
over sum m er should be thoroughly 
brushed, hung outdoors in sunlight for 
several hours, then sealed in an all cedar 
closet. They should not be bagged or put 
into plastic containers, if you want them 
to smell fresh and clean at the end of the 
storage season 
Bags, containers and chemicals add no 
protection in a cedar enclosure 
If your cabin-in the-pines is also sur­ 
rounded by cedar trees, so much the 
better. Cedars repel moths and many 
other insects, including some harmful 
ones. But trees or no trees, remember to 
put a cedar closet in your cabin. 
Build it with aromatic red cedar lining 
that is available prepackaged at most 
lumber yards. Materials won t cost mere 
than $75 — even for a sizable closet. And 
it will pay for itself the very first season 


The Carport 


Carports once were disdained as poor 
relatives to garages. A few years back, 
home owners were expected to enclose 
their auto shelters — the siding lumber to 
do it was inexpensive, anyhow. 
Today the carport has earned its place, 
functionally and visually. Its roof pro­ 
tects the family vehicle adequately in 
winter, and in the summer it shades out 
the sun to make the car cooler to touch. 
And not having to operate a ponderous 
door is a blessing. 
An open shelter is simpler to build, but 
care in styling is just as vital, especially 
if it is located at the front of the house. 
Its lines must be compatible Exposed 
wood framing will blend with any materi­ 
al on the house exterior. 


A CARPORT CAN be less a barrier to 
the eye than the solid bulk of a garage, 
but if it presents a cavernous look, 
partial walls of spaced slats are the 
remedy. 
Turning its car entrance to right angles 
from the street allows a more secluded 
view from the front. Simple post and 
beam framing reduces the profile, and 
partial screening fills in without blocking 
up the appearance. 
A carport isn t complete without a 
storage closet at the back or along one 
side. This can be large enough to store 
out-of-season tires and other gear, plus 
all gardening equipment. 
The closet should be at least three feet 
deep Doors can be hinged, sliding or 
bifold, but should be sturdy and fitted 
with locks. If moisture is likely around 
the bottom, elevate the closet on blocks. 


LEAVING AN open space between its 
top and the carport ceiling contributes to 
the open, airy’ appearance.

Americans are cultural eunuchs; that 
spectator sports are their only signifi­ 
cant leisure-time indulgence. This sur­ 
vey probes deeply into the activities of 
the average American household and 
demonstrates that a desire for the arts 
and what we may regard as arts activi­ 
ties is not alone in the minds and life­ 
styles of the most educated and the 
most affluent. The need to participate 
arises from something more basic than 
learning or wealth. 
Henry James, the famous novelist, 
once said that Americans regarded the 
arts as only “for women, immigrants 
and o'her impractical people.” Certain­ 
ly an impressive case may be made for 
an almost instinctive, compelling affini­ 
ty for beauty and the arts by women, 
who are, after all, believed to be the 
more sensitive sex. 
As for immigrants, our country was 
enriched with the art and folk art of the 
world when we invited new citizens to 
these shores by the millions. The re­ 
spective cultures and energies they 
brought with them changed the metab­ 
olism of America. The “foreign” names 
of painters, singers, composers, danc­ 
ers, 
have 
now 
become 
American 
names, scattered like windblown seed 
across the land, and their bearers 
propagate cultural vitality and influ­ 
ence wherever they settle. 
“Impractical”? Our pioneer fore­ 
fathers, once security and sustenance 
were insured, satisfied other practical 
needs with homespun cloth, iron and 
pewter, leather and wood, in forms that 
survive as indigenous and highly re­ 
spected art. Today, the design of every 
article we use is no less influenced by 
someone’s artistic expression, good or 
bad. It is impossible to divorce art from 
everyday life. And that is why the re­ 
sults of the Harris survey can be pro­ 
jected as a valid American condition. 
The Harris survey revealed that near­ 
ly two-thirds of adult Americans would 
be willing to pay an additional $5 per 
year in taxes to support the arts; 47 per­ 
cent would be willing to pay $25 more 
annually “if the money were used to 
maintain and operate cultural facilities 
such as theater, music and art exhibi­ 
tions”; and more than one out of three 
people—36 percent-would pay up to 
$50 for such purposes. 
Here are a few other survey results 
worthy of note:

elite. Twenty-two percent of all adult 
Americans now make at least four vis­ 
its a year to two or more of the follow­ 
ing: a museum or gallery, a concert of 
music or dance, a performance of 
drama, opera or ballet. That is more 
than 30 million people! 
And I believe this is only the tip of 
the proverbial iceberg, for an additional 
25 percent are actively participating 
nonprofessionally in the arts. They play 
a musical instrument, paint, draw, 
sculpt or pot; dance in ballet, sing in a 
choral group; act or work backstage in 
theater; do creative writing. 
• Here is reason enough for political 
planners to embrace the arts as a prop­ 
er social service with appropriate gov­ 
ernment funding. 
• Here is reason enough for school 
boards and administrators to reverse 
regressive attitudes concerning arts in­ 
struction and encouragement in the 
schools. 
• Here is reason enough to consider 
the arts as a populist (not elitist) activ­ 
ity that constitutes an open challenge to 
our public and private institutions for 
responsive action. 
Underlying that response should be 
an awareness that the arts offer a con­ 
stant restatement of the importance of 
the individual in our society and a sig­ 
nificant role in the fuller development 
of the unknown potential 
within each human being.

New Relief for 
Slipped Disk 


There’s new hope for 
slipped-disk sufferers. 
Slipped disk (or rup­ 
tured or herniated 
disk) means that the 
cartilage cushion be- 
tween the vertebrae has developed a leak. A 
protein substance called chondromucin leaks 
out and presses on a nerve. The pain can be ex­ 
cruciating. Heretofore surgery was the remedy: 
The disk and its leaked substance were removed 
and the two vertebrae that the disk separated 
were fused together.... Now there’s a new proce­ 
dure. Called chemonucleolysis, ifs effective in 
about 80 percent of the cases. It consists of only 
one injection, right into the disk, of an enzyme 
called chymopapain that is derived frgm the 
papaya plant (Ifs very similar to meit tender­ 
izer). The enzyme dissolves the leaked protein 
substance, and the pressure on the nerve is re-

The trials of two 
unattractive, untidy-looking defendants, one 
white and one black, both produced stiff 
sentences. The juries decided they were care­ 
less and heavy drinkers who deserved their 
punishment. The trials of the two neat, clean, 
conservatively dressed defendants, one white 
and one black, produced lighter sentences. As 
the juries saw it, the two attractive-looking de­ 
fendants had probably suffered severe remorse 
and their accident was a one-time freak.
